SLOW PROGRESS 


‘The reply given in the House of 
‘Commons to a question on the subject| 
Jof the proposed Anglo-American 
‘Trade Agreement ‘indieates that 
negotiations have not yet progressed 
Nery far, for the discussions are 
Jdeseribed' as being conducted for the 
Purpose of discovering whether 
basis exists for the negotiation of an. 
agreement, The immediate objective 
ig, therefore, to determine whether 
matters can be taken any further than 
they are at present. As has already 
1bcen pointed out the subject is one of 
considerable difieulty, and the de- 
eision of the Parliamentary Committee 
fof the Empire Industries Association 
‘on the matter indicates exactly where 
the diMeuity is to be found. The 
Committee favoured such an ayree- 
ment in principle, but expressed 
‘opposition "to any’ concessions by 
(Great Britain which would neutralize 
the Ottawa Agreements and which 
might react against home agricultural 
Interests. With the development of 
imperial preference the British Gov- 
ernment has two policies to consider, 
fone concerning domestic and the other 
International trade, Naturally. there 
must be many directions in which 
the two policies are in opposition to 
Jeach other, and in some instances 
Feconeilition of the two would seem 
almost impossible. It is clear that, 
in whatever bargaining that is to 
fake place, Britain is. considerably. 
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‘Thus it is not easy

Japanese Vessel Fishes in 
Chinese Waters 


Hauchow, June 13.

George VI reached his 41st birth= 
day, on December 14. By His 
Majesty's express desire the occasion 
‘was not formally celebrated—a 
decision fAlting the special cireum~ 
stances in which he then found 
himself. Precedent from the reign 
of King Edward VII, whose birth- 
day was on November 9, gave 
reason, however, to expect an ar- 
rangement whereby the Royal 
Birthday could be celebrated in 
what had been customarily regarded 
ag a more suitable season of the 
year, Perhaps long experience of 
celebrating Queen Victoria's birth- 
day on May 24—now Empire Day— 
had prompted the sometimes un= 
warrantable conclusion that the 
English summer gave pleasanter 
weather for rejoieings than the 
traditionally drear days of Novem~ 
ber, ‘There was, too, the practical 
consideration that the celebration 
in summer enabled the framing of 
the Honours List to proceed on a 
half-yearly basis with the New 
‘Year's awards well separated in 
time from those of His Majesty's 
birthday. However that may be, 
King Edward Vi's birthday was 
officially celebrated on June 28. 
His son's was,actually June 3 and 
80 no special ‘provision had to be 
made. King Edward VIII's date 
‘was also in the same month and his 
only Birthday Honours list duly 
ame out on June 23 last. A little 
time ago it was officially announced 
that, except in the Customs De- 
partments, His present Majesty's 
birthday would be celebrated on 
June 9 at Home and abroad, June 
12 being the choson date for the 
excepted offices, As was expected, 
in view of the recent generous 
‘awards of Coronation Honours and 
the postponement of the New Year's 
Honours List until February 1, no 
Birthday Honours will be conferred 
to-day. In all other respects, hows 
ever, the oMeint eolebrations wil 
‘be complete and comraand fervently 
loyal congratulations. 

‘Actually to-day may be taken to 
celebrate His Majesty's 41st birth 
day for it is customary—indeod 
decont—for these conventionally 
fixed dates to look back rather than 
forward. Respectful greetings, ac~ 
companied by sincere wishes for 
many happy returns will con= 
sequently be tendered to King 
George by his subjects all over the 
world, ‘Thearduous ceremony of his 
Coronation is now nearly a month 
old. ‘Those ‘who have been able to 
eateh a slimpse of the intimate pas- 
sages of that solemn magnificence 
in the filming now on the program= 
me of the Grand Theatre will have 
duly sensed the strain which it 
imposed on the King especially. 
‘The dignified calm and earnestness 
with which he and his Queen 
submitted themselves to that dedica- 
tion within the Abbey and without, 
amid"the acclamations of their sub- 
Jects made a great impression. By 
the combined wonder of the 
wireless broadcast and the cinema 
eamera—in colour and black and 
white—the King and Queen have 
been enabled to show to the whole 
‘world the manner of their ac~ 
ceptarice of the sacred trust with 
all its heavy responsibilities. No 
monarch before has thus made such 
intimate contact with his subjects 
‘and with the peoples of other eoun- 
{ries on the greatest occasion of 
life, King George, on this his own 











the sympathy and admiration of 
the world and of his Empire by a 
direct personal appeal which was 
all the more effective in its com- 
plete lack of self-consciousness and 
Studied posture of words or speech. 

‘This happy birthday may be taken 
as the inspiration of his engagement 
fn the routine of his high office with 
the tension of the set ritual of his 
Crowning relaxed.

Lessons. learnt| 
from the recent poignant circum- 
stances whieh led’ so. suddenly and 
lnexpectedly to his accession have 
deeply imbued his people with the 
feeling that their Monarch should’ 
be. accorded consideration ashe 
faces the daily task of Kingship in

of modern life, “As he has to live 
more publicly than ever before itis 
cssential that he should be able to 
command a greater freedom. in 
Privacy and to be spared asperities 
‘which are inseparable from. the 
Portentqus machinery of a many 
Sided publicity. ‘The voice of ‘his 
Subjeets in. enforcement. of  that| 
restraint has Jately been heard in 
Parliament in different modes of| 
expression from both sides of the 
House of Commons. It Is certain 
that that plea for a sharp distine- 
tion between. the King exercising 
the functions of his. office and 
the King in ‘the quiet enjoy 
meni of private family. life was 
welcomed by His Majesty and 
AIL intimately” associated. with ‘him. 
His first birthday as King. gives 
filling emphasis to the need for 
this" recognition of “his "personal 
needs as a man. ‘The appropriate 
wish for his long 1ife, good health 
and happiness would be a Yarce if 
his subjects did not pledge them- 
selves to take thought for protection 
of himself and his family from the 
excess of loyal importunity. His 
task Is great: he ins addressed him= 
self to it in the high spirit of service 
consonant with the traditions of his 
House and the shining example of 
his beloved father, For that reason 
the "loyal sentiments properly 
forthcoming to-day have no empty’ 
formality in theit conception oF 
expression." ‘They ‘spring — from 
tratitude for what he has done and 
‘What he is. They invoke the favour| 
of forlne on his future days. 











YUNNAN TIN 
June 10. 
Dr. H. Stampar’s report on the: 
industrial conditions in the tin’ 





mining area of Yunnan has no| 
doubt received the closest attention 
from the Public Health authorities, | 
at whose request the author's} 
services were obtained from the 
League of Nations. Presumably, 
too, the International Labour Office 
at Geneva will have made a note 
of Dr. Stampar’s discoveries, 
especially in view of his emphatic 
statement that “it is doubtful 
whether anywhere in the world 
labour conditions are as terrible as 
in the Kochiu tin mines.” Two| 
years ago General Chiang Kai-shek 
was on a visit to Yunnan. Hear 
ing of the exploitation of child 
labour in the Kochiu mines he urged| 
upon the provineial authorities the 
importance of abolishing itand Yun- 
nan’s other evils; poppy-growing| 
‘and domestic slavery (in which 
trade over a hundred people in 
Kunming are said to be engaged). 
Gradual suppression of _poppy- 
growing is the official policy in, 
Yunnan, ‘The practical dimculties 
in the way of carrying it out are, 
as in other places, due partly to the 
dependence of the province upon 
the crop for so much of its revenue. 
After reading Dr. Stampar’s report 
it may well be contended that 
Poppy growing is not so serious a| 
menace to the Happiness of Yunnan 
‘as the tin mines from which the| 
administration also. derives con-| 
‘siderable revenue. Indeed in miti-| 
gating the incredible sufferings of 
the tin labourer’s lot the poppy 
may almost be said to be the less 
of two evils, terrible though the 
implications be. 

‘The provincial athorities are 
believed to be gallantly grappling 
with health problems but they must 
proceed slowly, not because of any 
negligence in ‘regard for humane 
obligations but because the almost 
complete absence of the most 
Jclementary machinery for investiga 
ion and organization impels eaution 
and deliberation in planning reform.

‘The latest report of the Central 





Field Health Station for 1936 shows| 
‘that Dr. Stampar’s recommendations; 
for the establishment of health| 
centres at Kunming and Kochiu| 
ave been carried into effect, Dr. 
‘Stampar advised this method of ap-| 
proach to reform as avoiding the 
danger of proceeding too rapidly. 
‘The ground has to be thoroughly | 
prepared owing to the limited 
number of doctors in the province. 
A. depreciated currency, a budget 
which, small as it Is, does not 
balance, and exiguous medical and 
hospital organization are factors! 
not to be ignored. Military ox- 
penditure, which, as Dr. Stampar| 
has’ pointed out, ‘provides, in some| 
degree a substitute for mass educa 
tion and unemployment relief, 
absorbs something like 63 per cent. 
‘of the appropriations. On such a 
basis progress must be slow. Yet, 
‘conditions revealed in the tin mines 
inspire the conviction that the in-| 
dustry itself, by some means or: 
other, should be made to minister 
more’ expansively to the improve- 
ment of its victims’ chances of 
existence. Dr, Stampar's statements 
are devoid of exaggerated emotion. 
The grim picture which they draw 
is eloquent enough. He clearly| 
considers that amid’ much that is 
beyond the ordinary language of 
condemnation, a comparatively en- 
couraging development is _ the 
evident desire of the semi-official 
‘Yunnan Tin Corporation to res~ 
pect the elements of progressive 
labour principles. Although, owing 
in a large measure to the high. 
Percentage of arsenic oxide in the: 
‘Yunnan tin ore, even in the Cor- 
poration’s mines conditions are far; 
from ideal, to put it mildly, the! 
regularity ‘of wage-payments, the’ 
provision of accident and death 
‘compensation benefits, the'establish- 
ment of medical facilities for the’ 
workers all indicate a sense of 
responsibility which is _appallingly | 
absent from the activities of the 
private mineowners. 

To contemplate reforming an. 
industry which is three hundred 
years old requires a sense of pro- 
portion which must necessarily’ 
millitate against expectations of 
speedy remedial action. One point 
has considerable signifteance—the 
‘ebvious reluctance of those coneern-| 
‘ed to encourage visitors to the tin| 
mines. General Chiang Kai-shek 
himself was baulked in his desire 
to pay a personal visit two; 
ears ago. Dr. Stampar, in his 





do more than make two. short 
excursions into the country districts, 
but, fortunately, he was able to 
obtain copious ‘information from.

‘The way of reform is| 
readily perceived: the appointment! 
of technical mining experts to} 
supervise, inspect and prescribe: 
enlightened measures of extraction 
and mining. In no small degree| 
the abolition of poppy-growing—| 
secompanied by the creation of 
‘alternative sources of revenue—is 
linked up with reform of the tin 
industry. When the prices which 
the metal can command are con-| 
sidered thore should be little hesita-_ 
tion in concluding that the financing 
of remedial treatment might well 
be made a charge on the industry, 
{iself. ‘The Yunnan Tin Corporation 
has shown what can be done by’ 
introducing modern machinery. Its 
effort should set the pace for the: 
industry as a whole. Dr, Stampar's| 
report gives the lead to action which 
cannot be long postponed, if only| 
for the sake of China's reputation.

‘and to the cause of international, 
goodwill by the veteran diplomatist| 
who, after 23 years’ almost con-| 
tinuous residence abroad, returns 
to-day to his native Ind. An| 
imate account of Dr. Sao Ke 
Alfred Sze's career appears clse- 
where and shows that the returning 
Ambassador was appointed as} 
Minister to the Court of St. James 
by President Yuan Shih-kai in 1914 
at the same time as Dr. W. W. Yen 
was appointed to Berlin ‘and Dr. 
Wellington Koo to Washington. 
The selection of Dr. Sze, then 38| 
years of age was a tribute to the! 
Teputation which he had established 
for himself in Government service 
under the Empire and under the 
new Republic. He was thus China's 
representative in Great Britain dur- 
ing the eritieal years of the Great 
‘War and the Peace Conference at! 
Versailles. His friendship with 
the British people may be said to 
have been cemented in those years 
China _was intensely fortunate in| 
having him as her spokesman at a 
ime when understanding of her| 
diMeulties and aspirations was more| 
than ordinarily important, 
lerary tastes which had_marked| 
Dr. Sze's academic career in| 
‘America where he graduated at 
Cornell University, developed his. 
capacity for making friends in| 
Great Britain, He acquired 100 a} 
reputation for being a most carefull 
student of his cases, so that. in| 
diplomatic discussions he was found 
to be thoroughly well scized of the| 
relevant points at issue. This won 
for him the confidence of his fellow 
diplomats and, no doubt, their 
proper respect'on those occasions 
‘when it was their duty to cross: 
swords with him, 


No-one who appreciates the 
kaleidoscopic changes in the situa- 
tion in China from 1920 to the| 
present day, the internal upheavals, 
the frequent crises leading (o un- 
certainties which must have been| 
‘most embarrassing to a representa 
tive of China’s Government in a 
distant country, will fail (0 discern| 
exceptional qualities in Dr. Szo's 
ability to maintain his position un- 
impaired by such vicissitudes. Per- 
haps his most important mission wa: 
that which covered the period of} 
his first-sojourn at Washington, for 
ft enabled him to make valuable 
contributions {0 the vital Con- 
ference of 1922 and so gave him 
experience which was destined to 
be of profound value to China when 
the Manchurian affair of 1931 raised, 
the decisions of that Conference in| 
‘an acute note of interrogation be- 
fore the tribunal of the League, 
From America he returned to Great| 
Britain in 1929 for three years, 
renewing old friendships effectively 
during the anxious times of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict. On Mr, 
Quo Tai-chi's appointment in his| 
Flace he was enabled to return to 
‘Washington for the final term which 
thas now come to an end amid many 
manifestations of the warmest| 
American esteem for himself and 
Madame Sze whose admirable rein- 
forcement of her distinguished hus- 
band’s Inbours places her country 
deeply in her debt. 

During his representation of 
China at London and Washington, | 
Dr. Szo was charged to appear at 
Geneva on several occasions, first 
in deliberations on the opium traffic 
and secondly as champion of 
China's cause over the Manchurian 
issue. His commonsense, his scru- 
pulous caution in the marshalling 
of his facts gave his advocacy an 
impelling force which mere oratory 
would not have earned. Thus, on 
the historic occasion on which it fell 
to him, as China's representative 

the’ League Council—five days 
(er that seat had been unanimous- 
ly voted to China—to reply to Mr. 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa’s announce- 
ment of the Mukden incident, he at 
once struck the right note of rest-| 
raint by emphasizing the paucity] 
of information then at his disposal.

SIR ROBERT BORDEN 
June 12, 

‘With the passing of Sir Robert 
Borden, former Prime Minister of 
Canada, the British Empire loses 
another of those outstanding figures 
for which her recent history has 
been remarkable, and draws atten 
tion to those colonials who have 
passed from taking an interest in 
domestic Dominion or colonial af- 
flars, to playing a large part in the 
business of the Empire as a whole. 
It is one of those fortunate occur 
rences that, at a time when the 
most important changes were taking 
place within the Empire, changes 
which brought about considerable 
modification of the relations be- 
tween the Dominions and the 
Mother Country, that so many men 
of high calibre were found amongst 
the leaders outside the British Isles 
able and ready to accept the huge 
responsibilities which were to 
devolve upon them. Sir Robert 
Borden was one of those men who 
‘cecupied such a position with regard 
to Canada, and over half of his 
years were spent in high-souled 
evotion to Canada and the Empire 
at large, doing work which was to 
;Prove of inestimable worth and 
‘Jaying the British people under an 
obligation which they are proud 
fo acknowledge. Perhaps the most 
striking example of his Adelity to 
British tradition was given when 
he led the fight against Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, who as Premier, sought to 
enter into a trade reciprocity agree- 
ment with the United States, Sir 
Robert's imperial views were op- 
posed to the strengthening of bonds 
with the United States in any 
manner likely to loosen the tics 
with the Home Country, and his 
policy was supported to such an 
extent that Sir Wilfred was defeat 
ed in 1911, and Sir Robert suc- 
ceeded him as Prime Minister. ‘The 
fight which he had put up was of 
greater importance than, perhaps, 
even he then realized, for had such 
a trade agreement been reached 
with the United States, it is doubt 
ful whether imperial preference as 
it is now known would ever have 
become possible. A commitment 
such as he opposed might have 
prevented the conclusion even of 
the Ottawa Agreoments and might 
have brought about a degree of 
disunity within the Empire by a 
diversion of Canadian trade ine 
torests. 

‘The peace time contribution to 
the solidarity: of the Empire, wi 
‘outshone by the work he did during 
the Great War. When that broke 
out he had already been Prime 
Minister for about three years, and 
from that time onwards his activi- 
fies were so extensive that he was 
obliged to form a Government 
uniting the Liberal and Conservative 
parties for the more effective gov- 
ernment of the country, In this 
government which was returned to 
power at the election of December, 
1917, he beeame Prime Minister 
and ‘Secretary for External Affairs 
and it was in that latter office that 
he did Such great service to the 
Allies by bringing about for them 
the proper utilisation of the re- 
sources of the British Empire, such 
as lumber, minerals and food, It 
was in 1918 on his return from 
England, from one of those many 
trips which this particular aspect 

work necessitated, that he 
found much opposition in Canada to 
conscription, and it was his en- 
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ergetic advoctey of the cause that 
resulted in the passage of the 
Military Service Act by the Can- 
adian Legislature which provided 
those very necessary reinforcements | 
for the large Canadian Army which 
had already gone over seas. With 
the termination of the War there 
was no slowing up of his activities. 
He attended the Paris Peace Con- 
ference, and was the chief imperial 
representative on the Inter-Allied 
Commission of the Conference on 
the Greck question, and a similar 
body which considered the question 
of Russia. 

His tenure of office came, to an’ 
‘end in 1920, when he resigned the 
premiership’ on the ground of ill- 
health to which, undoubtedly, his 
‘war activities and his and the great 
demands made upon his energy 
contributed. His activities did not 
wholly cease, for this man who| 
started life as a schoolmaster, made 
‘career as a lawyer, and a name 
fas a statesman turned to writing, 
‘and in 1922 produced an imposing 
work entitled “Canadian Constitu- 
{ional Studies.” " Despite the fact 
that he had very decided views on 
the part Canada had to play in im~ 
perial affairs, he was a very strict 
and courteous upholder of the 
Canadian point of view when that 
Nad to be considered, and it is very 
Jargely due to his labours that the 
relations between Ottawa and 
Whitehall have been so cordial and 
that the Dominion has played so 
great a part in the British com- 
monwealth, It is comparatively 
casy to detail the work which such 
aman as Sir Robert Borden was 
able to perform, but somewhat dim 
tault, because of the lack of his 
{orieal perspective, properly to place 
it in the pattern of the story of the 
British Empire in these latter years. 
That it will occupy a prominent 
place seems almost inevitable and| 
it will probably rank with the fine 
‘work of the South African leaders 
who have done so much along 
similar ines, Tn looking back upon| 
the life of such a man much pride 
is inspired, pride that the British 
Empire is served by such sons and 
gratitude that the Dominions can 
produce such men. He favoured 
the League of Nations, and was of 
the opinion that the peace of the 
‘world could best be maintained by 
the coming together on the subject 
of Great Britain and the United 
States, In that opinfon he is not 
alone, ‘Whether any such un- 
derstanding can ever be reached or 
not is for the future alone to say, 
Dut, if it fs, it Is the work of such 
men as the deceased leader which 
will have made it possible. 














SOVIET MYSTERIES

Marshal Tukhachevsky was to 
have been one of Russia's chief 
yeprosentatives at the Coronation 
of King George VI. Just before 
that event it was officially stated 
that he had caught a chill at the 
‘May Day celebrations in which ho| 
‘was despite his then recont de- 
gradation 1o command of the Volta 
District, a prominent figure. The 
chill probably oxisted In fact but 
had a psychological rather than 
a physiological significance, for 
although the Marshal also appeared 
in apparently full favour at the 








parade of the Red Army on 
May 9, he was, in the light 
of after ovents, clearly on the 


brink of disaster, ‘The sudden 
ness with which a hero of the 
Soviet régime may fall from grace 
‘and immediately acquire all the 
demerits of the blackest of traitors| 
—on his own confession to boot—| 
has been noted by all students of| 
yecent Russian affairs. The ex 
planation from the point of view of 
8 British upholder of the Soviet 
system may be worth study. Mi 
Pat Sloan in “Soviet Democracy” 
noes to great pains to show that! 
democracy and dictatorship are 
not mutually exclusive terms. ‘The 
urgument briefly is that a de- 
mocratie organization working f 
the benefit of the vast majority 
is bound to take stens to expel 
recalcitrant “minorities”. ‘The Soviet 
State, being surrounded by hostile 
find in practice that the 
device of sending ils opponents into 
exile is unsatisfactory because stich 
exiles are not acceptable {o rulers 
of foreign states and, moreover, their 
expulsion gives them the oppo 
tunity of carrying on their activity 
from outside. The exile, Mr. Sloan 
contends, is not merely one who has 
disagreed with the Soviet authority 
fon vital issues but one 

who, having made proposats and 

having been defeated, continues to 





















obstruct all constructive business by 
repeatedly putting forward again 
find again ‘the rejected point of 
‘View, and who thus becomes a thorn 
In the flesh of the whole of society. 
Apparently ‘Trotsky’s activities 
broad made Moscow distrustful of 
the eMeacy of exile as a means of 
suppressing minority opposition, so 
the device of the State trial with 
its consequent extreme penalties 
was adopted. 

‘Even on this basis it is dimeutt| 
to imagine any great onthusiasm 
for democracy of the Soviet blend. 
 ILis, however, instructive to observe 
that the protection of the rights of 
minorities by which the original 
creators of the Soviet system were 
enabled to rise to power is definitely 
repudiated by thoir Frankenstein's 
monster, Marshal Tukhachevsky has| 
been succeeded by Marshal Yegoroft 
who has been eredited with holding 
different views from those of his 
immediate predecessor, Marshal 
Voroshiloff, until lately Marshal 
‘Tukhachevsky’s colleague and chief, 
sits on the tribunal which in 
‘camera has sentenced the degraded 
officer to death for treason. In 
reviewing the names of the alleged 
traitors it is dificult to imagine 
what guarantee can be given that 
the process of protecting Russian 
democracy will not soon be dis~ 
covering more confessions of trea 
chery leading to the firing squad. 
‘The machinery seems to function 
with unerring accuracy. Despite 
the secrecy of the proceedings mass 
meetings projudging the issues 
have beén staged throughout Russia 
to show the solidarity of the 
‘workers’ demand that the accused 
should be sentenced to death. De- 
mocracy, like liberty, has had many 
crimes committed in its name. ‘This 
grim mass production of blood-lust 
yanks beside the worst of them, if 
the Sovict is to be regarded as the 
palladium cither of democracy or 
Mberty. 

Perhaps it were better to leave 
for academic discussion the likeness 
‘of M, Stalin to a democrat and to 
contemplate the possibilities of this| 
Tatest ruthless elimination of his| 
alleged political opponents. The: 
romanticism which, paradoxically’ 
enouh. seems inseparable from the 
consolidation of the people's faith in 
Soviet Russia, is capable of receiving 
rude shocks’ from {ls accredited 
exponents, ‘The hero of romantic 
stories of the proletariat's triumph 
over Tsarism, whether he be 
Trotsky, Radek, Zinovieft or Tuk 
echevsicy, ean be turned overnight, 
into a villain of the deepest dye. 
In the sense understood by a pur- 
‘ind capitalist world there is not 
the slightest proof of the reality 
of this transformation, ‘The mere 
assertion that it exists—provided 
the repetition be frequent and loud 
enough—is all-sufficient. Specula. 
tions naturally arise regarding the 
possible effect of this ““blood-let~ 
ting” on the Soviet system. Will 
it be strengthened or weakened. It 
‘would be dangerous to dogmatize. 
M. Stalin is believed to have fol-. 
Zowed up his destruction of the 
‘Oxnn’'s power over the Red Army. 
with a new axreement designed to| 
Hre-communize” that Army. Some

Others 
hold that he has actually been com~ 
polled to put the Army chiefs on.

Army is its master. When all al-

M, Stalin's tame organs of opinion 
fare working themselves up into a 
frenzy of hate against outside in- 
fluences which they allege have 
Instigate the treason to which

confessed. ‘This may all accord with 
aetualities but, in the absence of 
those prosaic data which the un- 
regenerate call proofs, it is more 
logical at present to ‘assign their 
origin to mysterious manifestations 
beyond the wit of ordinary 
‘observers to fathom, ‘The Marshal 
‘and his soven brother-officers who, 
a bare month ogo, were brilliant 
heroes of an “invincible” Army are 
ow merely “dogs” to whom a 
‘dog's death” has been accorded.

‘Tachienlu, otherwise Kanting, has 
ridden in ils first rickshaw. ‘Thus! 
marches civilization in the Province 
‘of which “Tibetan” is so picturesque 
a chronicler. Probably the wireless 
broadcast had been long known to 
the good folk of Tachienlu before 
they ventured out in the new con- 
voyances to the hot sulphur spring. 
‘Tachienlu’s streets are hilly and 
“Tibetan” is afraid that the rick- 
shaw will not be good at gradients. 
He looks forward, therefore, to the 
road-engincer as the genie who will 
devise means to make Tachienlu 
safe for rickshaws. Yet in the West 
of ‘Tibet the traveller on the 
Hindustan-Tibet Road must have 
encountered signs of the vehicle| 
which ministers to sophisticated 
joys on the other side of the border. 
‘That vehicle, moreover, has been 
specially adapted to cope with 

difficulties of which “Tibeta 
speaks. Though Shanghai may re- 
gard the rickshaw as a relic of the| 
ark ages, seeing that trams “came 
in” in 1908, yet are now said to be: 
languishing superfluous on a stage| 
‘on which trolley-buses lumberingly 
‘lide, and molor-omnibuses first 
made their bow in the Settlement’s| 
‘streets in 1924, the truth Is that it 
is a comparatively modern inven- 
tion. ‘Tradition says that the jin- 
ricksha or “man-power vehicle”, 
was invented by Mr. Globe, an 














American missionary, in 1869 in 
Japan, where it was at once 
‘adopted as the national means| 
of transport, although J. Dyer Balt} 
has recorded the name of a British 
Consular Chaplain at Yokohama, the 
Rev. M, B, Bailey, as an alternative} 
‘claimant to the honour. From Japan 
the jinricksha made a remarkably 
rapid conquest overseas. Shanghai 
seems to have adopted it well be~ 
fore 1875 and later Hongkong 
followed suit. ‘The shortened name 
“siesha”, or rickshaw, ame into 
use. Singapore, Coylon, India and 
South Afrien quickly perceived its 
value, Ball avers that one cn- 
thuslast even conceived the idea 
that London might take to the 
fashion, despite the competition of 
the hansom, growler and  knife~ 
board. Fortunately for London that 
fantasy remained a fantasy and 
nothing more. 

‘Shanghai now finds the rickshaw 
‘an old man of the sea. Vainly, in 
imitation of Singapore. have efforts 
been made to abolish it, Abolition 
has been endorsed in principle by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council and 
recently the first step toward that 
attainment has been taken by 
making a modest reduction in the 
number plying in the streets for 
hire. One day, perhaps, a compre- 
hensive public transport authority 
will arise here to serve Shanghat 
efficiently with power vehicles 
which will effectively cover all 
needs. AN! that is needed is a little 
vision and determination in develop 
ing the use of the motorbus, the 
facilities of which are still imper- 
fectly appreciated by Shanghai 
Janders—such as those, for example, 
who are dependent onthe rickshaw 
for covering the length of the Bund, 
when, for a quarter of the price, 
they can more quickly reach their 
objective if they take the trouble 
to study the bus routes. ‘Then the 
rickshaw of Shanghai may find an 
outlet by offering its services to 
Tachionlu, now becoming “man~ 
wheel” conscious. For—let “Tibetan” 
note—there is no reason why the 
rickshaw should not be adapted to 
the rigours of bumpy roads and 
precipitous streets. 

India’s atlitude might give an 
object Iesson. ‘The rickshaw there 
‘has come to be regarded, not as a 
vehiele for the plains but as the 
‘essential means of transport in the 
Hills, Calcutta has been known to 
tolerate a casual rickshaw but 
the search for such a vehicle on 
the banks of the. Hooghly might 
‘occupy many moons. In stations 
up country ghostly old crocks may 
‘occasionally be discerned in some 
‘out-of-the-way neighbourhood, but 
it is in the Hills that the rickshaw 
has come fully into its own—not 
drawn ‘by a single puller, but 
manned by a team of four ‘or, 
‘the human load either of di 
of bulk demands it, six. For Simla 
in 1879 decided to’ make its rick- 
shaw take the place of the bugey 
‘or tum-tum of the plains. Coach- 
builders from Long Acre—printers 
have now ousted them from that 
historic street—tet Ambala into the 
secret and rickshaws with spidery 
wheels, rubber-tyred, hooded and: 
furnished with lass windows, were 








evolved. No horse-drawn carriages 
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or, in more modern days, motor= 
cars are permitted in Simla except 
to the Viceroy, Commander-in~ 
Chief and the Punjab's Governor. 
Before the rickshaw came the 
jhampan, a Kind of sedan-chair 
carried on men's shoulders was 
the means of conveyance to take 
the great or lesser ones along 
the Mall, the Ridge or down to 
Annandale where the Olympia 

tinbend in polo,” gymkhanas and 
poodle-faking. ‘The jhampan gave 
way to the new-fangled creation 
from Japan, but to this day the 
quartette of pushers and pullers 
respectively two behind and two 
in front—are termed jhampanis, 
although the leader of them has 
the honorific title of “mate”. But 
the real glory of the rickshaw in 
Simla, Mussoorie or Darjeeling, 1s 
the apparel of its team, Much 
thought is given by the lady of the 
house to the uniform at the be- 
ginning of the season. It has to 
tone with her personal colour 
scheme—although harder times, 
have made some economical souls 
fall back on khaki—and dazzling 
blues, greens, yellows and even 
searléts surround the fast moving 
vehicle as it dashes along the Simla 
roads with a Simla beauty intent 
fon her social occasions. With the 
majestic background of deodars and 
pines and the Tibetan snows afar 
these rickshaws sive to the Hill 
Capital a colour which even the 
depression of corrugated Iron roofs 
cannot dim. So let Tachienlu com= 
munieate ‘with its friends in 
Western Tibet; it may Tearn how 
to make the new-conveyance fitting 
ly minister to the call for a brighter 
Sikang.

It is interesting to note from 
the "North-China Herala® of Septem- 
her 27, 1862, that the steamer Con- 
fuels," when’ bringing the remains of| 
the General to Shanghai, reported 
that he was mortally wounded when’ 
defending ‘Tee-chee by an unnamed, 
European in the. rebel ranks on.

men, Ningpo was threatened by the 
rebels and, as Colonel Price noted in 
his address at the tomb at Sungkiamg, 
the “reconnaissance on which Ward 
Was engaged was designed to retake 
Ningpo, @ feat which was eventually 
performed. General Ward wus suc 
ceeded in the command by General 
Burgevine. “It was characteristic of 
the turbulence of those times that 
these gallant men, who carried on. 
the tradition of thelr ancestors of the|

Burgevine himself subsequently ‘fell a| 
vietim to those vicissitudes. As this, 
distance of time it is not possible, nor

“SALVATIONISTS” PACE TRIAL 


Ten Charged at Soochow with Endangering the 
Republic: Resistance to Japan 


Soochow, June 12, 

‘The trial of ten leaders ‘of the so- 
called “All-China National Salvation 
Association” on charges of endanger~ 
ing the Republic was held at the 
Kiangsu Provincial High Court yes~ 
terday, 

‘The trial was to have been open 
to the publle, but, reports having 
‘eon recelved that a demonstration 
would be staged in Court by sym- 
pathizers of the accused, only news- 
aper reporters and relatives of the 
‘accused were permitted to attend 
the trial. Over 100 passes previously 
‘issued were cancelled at’ the last. 
minute, 

‘The. trial began at 2 pm. and was 
«djourned at 7.20 p.m. Judge Fang 
Wen presided, ‘The “accused were 
defended by 25 lawyers. Those stand- 
ing trial are as follows:—Shen Chun 
3u, Chang Nai-ehi, Wang Chao-shih, 
Li Kung-py, “Tsou Tuo-fen, Sho 
Chien-li, (Miss) “Shih Liang, and Lo: 
Ching, who were under custody; and 
Ku Liu-hsing and Jen Sung-kao' who| 
hhad been out on bail. 

‘Atter they had answered to thelr 
names, ages, addresses and oceupa~ 
tions, the accused were examined by 
Judge Fang separately. 

Resistance to Japan 

‘The first questioned was Sheu 
Chun-ju, who is a lawyer by profes 
sion. He said” that the Shanghai 
National Salvation Assoelation | was 
composed of the national salvation 
fassoclations formed by university 
professors, students and various cul 
Aural and’ professional circles, while 
the All-China National » Salvation 
Association was composed of the 
hnational salvation associations in 
various parts of the country. ‘He him= 
elf belonged to the Cultural Nation 
aL Salvation Association. 

‘Accused sald that he was a mem- 
ber of the standing committees of the 
Shanghai and the All-China National 
Salvation “Association. ‘The aim of| 
the Associations, he sald, was to con 
entrate the nation’s strength for 
national salvation and resistance 
‘against Japanese aggression, The All- 
China Association was inaugurated on 
‘May 31 last year. Upon its inaugura~ 
ton, a manifesto was issued. A copy 
of the manifesto was forwarded to 
the local authorities on the following 
day for record. ‘° 

‘As to the appeal in the manifesto 
for “uniting all. parties and cliques," 
faceused sald that this. also included 
the Communists; however, the Kuo- 
mintang would ‘still be the leading] 
Influence, ‘The manifesto did not 
however advocate the organization of 
anew Government for the National 























Government is already capable of| 
he 
uudded, was merely to consolidate the 





strength of the National Government 
by ‘uniting under one banner all 
political parties and eliques, in order 
{o facilitate resistance against Japan- 
0 aggression, 

"As 10 the Constitution for the 
country, accused said that in his 
opinion’ the Constitution was not 
unnecessary. However, in view of 
the national emergeney, the National 
People’s Congress should be frst con~ 
vened to decide upon the plans of 
resistance against the enemy. 

‘Three People’s Principles 

Accused sald that he could not 
understand why the Public. Pro- 
curator accused’ him of propagating 
principles contrary to the San Min 
Chuel (Three People’s Prineipies). 
‘Tho principles of the National Salva: 
tion “Association, if any, were the 
prinelples of resistance against Japan 
‘ese aggression and national salvation. 
Ho could not guaranteo. that there 
‘were no Communists int the National 
Salvation Association. “However, he 
added, he himself was certainly’ not 
a Communist. 

Moreover, he sald, the National 
Salvation Association ‘had nothing to 
do with the Communists. ‘Mao Tse- 
tung (notorious Communist chief), in 
4 letter to the Association, said that 
he had learnt of the proposals of the 
Association through the newspapers. 

Following the outbreak of hostill- 
les in Sulyuan, secused continued, 
the National Salvation Association 
telegraphed to the Central authorities 
and several military commanders— 
Including Generals Chang Hsueh-liang 
(then "‘Viee-Commander-in-Chlet - of 
the North-western Bandit-suppression 
Forces); Fu Tso-1 Chairman of the 
‘Suiyuan Provincial. Governmen); 
Sung Che-yuan (Chairman of the 
Hopel-Charhar Political Affairs Com= 
mittee); and Han Fu-chu (Chairman 
of the Shantung Provincial Govern 
ment)—to despatch troops to Sul 
yuan. 

He sald that he knew nothing of 
the Sian revolt. On account’ of 
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Giplomatle reasons, the _ National 
Salvation Association was not ro- 
gistered with the local authorities. 
However, its work was done openly. 

‘He denied any previous knowledge 

Of the Jabour and student strikes in 
Shanghai. ‘The request of the strikers 
fof -a Japanese cotion mill for the 
Organization of a “relief committee” 
was granted after the strike was 
already on, 
* Accused denied having ever used 
the term “the Popular Front” He 
admitted having used the term “The 
‘National Unification and Salvation 
Front.” the idea being to make a 
concerted effort for resisting the 
enemy. 

‘Accused sald that Mr. Ma Hsiang 
po (the 98-year old Catholic leader 
and recently appointed member of the 
National Government Committee) 
was one of the promoters of the Na- 
tional Salvation “Association, ‘The 
second meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Association was held at 
Mr. Ma's, residence. 

Accused sald that he was not ac- 
ouainted with Ku Liu-hsing and Wu 
[Sunk-kao, He got acquainted with 
‘Lo Ching only yesterday while await- 
‘ing trial at the reception room of the 
Court Accused added that he was a 
member. of the Kuomintang, having 
joined the Party in the Ist Year of 
the Republic (912). 


Association's Newspaper 
Chang Nai-chl, well-known econu- 
‘mist and banker, was next question- 
fed, "After explaining the organization 
of the National Salvation Association, 
he said that the “National Salvation 
ally" was published by national 
salvation organizations, ‘The mani- 
festo of the National Salvation As- 
sociation was drawn up by a draft- 
ing committee, the gist of the mes 
sage being to resist Japanese aggres- 
‘sion and consolidate national peace 
[and unifteation, 

Accused denied that the National 

Salvation Association plotted to creat 
new Government. He believed 
‘that there would be no more civit 
war, if the Government's foreign 
policy were endorsed by all political 
artics and cliques. As to the op- 
position against the designation by 
the Government of delegains to the 
National People's Congress, +he said 
that this provision has aince been 
abolished by the Central authorities. 
This proves that the opposition 
against it was not unwarranted, 

‘Accused said that he got acquaint 
ed with Lo Ching one month before 
his arrest, However, he did not re~ 
commend’ Lo to join the National 
‘Salvation Association. Accused deni- 
‘ed being a Communist. 

‘At this point, the lawyer of the 
accused requested the Court to sub- 
pocna Generals Chang Hsueh-liang, 
Sung Che-yuan, Han Fu-chu, Fu Tsoi 
‘and Mr. Ma Halang-po to give evid- 
fence, ‘The request was rejected. 


Depositions of Other Defendants 

Wang, Chao-shih, said that he be- 
Yonged to no political party, and was 
merely a member of the’ Standing 
Committee of the National Salvation 
Association, ‘The Asyociation was op- 
posed to civil war, but did not state 
expressly that it” opposed bandit- 
supression. 

Li Kung-pu sald that he had been 
a member of the Kuomintang but had 
not renewed the registration of his 
membership, ‘Though’ a member of 
the Standing Committee of the Na- 
tional Salvation Association, he was 
not present at the inauguration of 
the “Association, being away in 
Hangehow, He read the manifesto 
fafter its publication. He sald that 
he had not considered the question 
fof one-party rule, He denied having 
previous knowledge of the labour 
strike at a Jopanese cotton mill in 
Shanghal. He had however parti- 
eipated in the work of the strike 
relief committee in his private capa- 
city. 

‘Tsou Tao-fen said that he belonged 
to no political Party. He was a 
‘member of the Executive Committee 
‘of the National Salvation Association, 
fand had read the manifesto after its 
publication in ‘Hongkong. He was 
however in sympathy with the views 
expressed therein, and was only 
Interested in resistance agdinst Japan- 
[ese aggression. 

‘Sha Chich-it said that he was a 
member of the Kuomintang. He 
was a member of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the National Salvation As- 
sociation, and expressed himself in 
favour of uniting all political parties 
Jand cliques for resisting Japanese 
‘aggression. He admitted “having 
criticized the Constitution but denied 




















having ever opposed it, He said 
that he had never talked of Com- 


munist principles, his sole tnterest 
being national saivation. 

“Miss Shih Liong sald that she was 
fa member of tie Standing Com- 
fmitee of the. Natlonal Salvation 
‘Association. She read the petition 
iby the students only after its pub- 
figation in the newspapers. 

“Jen Sung-kao and Ku" Liuchsing 
denied having joined the Notional 
Salvation Association. 

“Lo Ching sald that he was arrested 
{in Kiangyin on October 31 last year. 
He was. in, sympathy with the Na- 
onal Solvation Assoelation, but was 
ot one of lis members—icu0 Min, 


‘TRIAL HALTED 


Soochow, June 13, 
‘The trial was suspended in the 
midst of the second session at the 
Kiangsu Provincial High Court yes~ 
ferday. following petitions fled with 
the Court by eight of the accused, 
charging the judges with being biased 
and asking that they be replaced by 
other judges. 

‘One pelition was fled by Shen 
‘Chun-ju, Chang Naichi, Wang Chao- 
shih, Lt Kung-pu, Tsou Tao-fen, Sha 
Chicnli, and “Miss Shih Liang; and 
another by Lo Ching. 

‘The petitions state that before the 
{rial was held on June 11, the Court 
issued permits for observers and the 
trlal was to be conducted. publicly. 
At the last_moment, however, the 
permits were cancelled and the trial 
was held in camera, the only reason 
fiven being that a demonstration 
‘might be staged by certain elements, 
[This has given grounds for the suspl- 
‘elon that the trial would be conduct 
‘ed In a way which could not be made 
known to the public. 

‘Morcover, the petitions add, during 
the trial evidence on more than 
twenty points refuting the charges 
was introduced by the lawyers, for 
the defence, who requested the Jud- 
‘ges—Mr Fang Wen, presiding judge, 
—to make the necessary investiga 
tions into these points. 


Requests Rejected 
‘The Judges however, without giving 
due consideration tothe arguments 
of the defence counsel, rejected all 
‘stich Teguests and in some instances 
turned them down mer-ly by a wa 
of the hand. Wen the lawyers re- 
quested the Court to reconsider its 
decision, the Presiding Judge, Mr. 
Fang Wen, refused to let them talk 
further under the pretext of lack of 
lime. Pointing out the gravity of 
the charges against the defendants, 
the petition states that in view of 
the ‘above-mentioned  elreumstances. 
the accused can hardly oblain a fair 
trial since the judges are prejudiced 
‘against them, 

"Therefore, in accordance with Arti 
cle 20, Sectidn 1, of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, the petition re- 
quests that Judges Fang Wen. Wang 
Chiao and Cheng Chuan-ying be re- 
Placed by other judges for the trial 
‘of the acoused. 


Saturday's Hearing 
‘When the hearing was resumed 
yesterday, only the lawyers for Ku 
Liu-hsing’and Jen Sung-kao (who did 
ot file any objections against the 
Judges) were present. ‘The lawyers 
for the other eight were absen 

‘The Presiding Judge therefore ‘an- 
ounced that the judicial proceedings 
‘against the accused would be tem- 
orarlly suspended in view of the 
petitions asking that the judges be 
replaced, 

It Js Understood that the petition 
will be dealt with according to law 
in the usual manner. It will frst be 
considered by the original judges 
handling the ease. If they consider 
the petition justified, they will with- 
draw from the case. If they con- 
sider the petition unjustified, the 
matter will be referred to ‘other 
judges (of the same Court) for ex- 
‘mination and deeision—Kuo Min. 























OLDEST BISHOP IN CHINA 


After an uninterrupted sojourn of 
G1 years in remote Kansu and 
Ninghsla, Bishop Hubert Otto, of the 
‘Schuet Congregation, ascended in an 
‘eroplane for the first time in his life 
‘and in the brief space of 2% hours 
egollated the distance of some 400 
English miles between Kweihua, 
‘Suiyuan, and Ninghsia city, a distance 
which on previous journeys it has 
teken him more or less fifteen days 
to cover, 

‘Bishop Otto, born in the middle of 
the 19th century, Is 87 years of age. 
His last trip by modern means of 
Tocornotion was made in 1876 when 
he. travelled by rallway from his 
native Brussels to embark at 
Marseilles for Chinat 
‘connecting Shanghal and Peking was 
still a generation in the future. Since 
secing these cities on his way to the 
Northwest in 1870, Bishop Otto has 
never revisited them. If he did 50,

‘That was really only the beginning 
Jas since that time new and faster 
Tocomotives were built and hours are

‘Changehun and Tokyo and in several 
different directions such as Driver 
fand Korea. 

Shipping Companies Keep Pace 
‘Meantime the shipping companies 
‘anything but lethargle, Whe- 
jer from competition with the rail- 
jways or from a desire to fall in line 
with the move for better and. more 
rapid transportation between Man= 
Jehoukuo and Japan, new vessels of 
reater tonnage and able to cleve 
through the water at speeds up to 
jolghteen knots made their appearance, 
Dotter ships than formerly were also 
‘transferred from other routes to the 
one between Dairen and Kobe.

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TACHIENLU NEWS AND NOTES 


Effect of Rain and Snow on the Yangtze: People 
See Their First Rickshaw 


By Tinrea 


‘Tachienlu, May 12. 
For tho first time in’ nearly six 
months it ralned in Tachienlu on 
May 1. This condition Is not un- 
commen along the frontier and quite 
frequently the winter months. will 
ass without a spot of rain. ‘There 
may be slight. fallé of snow, and 
Sometimes even a snow storm, but 
‘asa rule the rains descend on 
he border during the carly days 
‘of May. Letters have frequent 
ly reached “Tachienlu telling of 
the exceedingly low level of, the 
Yangtze and the —*North-China 
Herald” of April 21. showed 2 4” 
Below zero for April 10 at Chungking, 
‘Has then, we may again ask, the 
‘beginning of the Fainy season on the 
frontier and throughout Kham any 
influence on the rise nnd fall of the 
‘Yangtze River? ‘There has been no 
rain. throughout Eastern Tibet and 
‘the Yangtze is very low. Rains begin 
in Sikang and the Yangtze begins to 
ise, Is this a fact and can it in 
‘ony’ way be proved? With radio all 
‘over China it might be a very simple 
{hing to discover if there is any re- 
Tation between rain in Tibet and 
water In the Yangtze, When the rain 
‘comes down does the river go up? 

For many years this subject has 
‘encouraged keen discussion and there 
fe those who maintain that the melt- 
ing snows in the Land of the Lamas 
and the tise of the Yangtze are in 
no way related. Very frequently we 
have our heaviest falls of | snow 
during May and sometimes what {x 
rain on the Chengtu Plain is. snow 
up on the Tibetan mountains, Some 
‘of us year by year have carefully 
Watched and studied this remarkable 
phienemenon and have undoubtedly 
{raced a tise In the Yanglze to the 
ralns of Sikang or the melting of 
heavy falls of snow during carly 
May, 

‘Of course such a thing might quite 
easily be verified, With a radio 
station here in ‘Tachlenlu rain or 
melting, snow might easily be report- 
fed in Chungking or Tehang in a fow 
minutes and. this ultimately may 
Be done to ald navigation, ‘There is 
a Keen young geographer’ in Tachl- 
fenlu at the present time making an 
extensive study of glaciation and he 
fg under the Impression that both 
the spring rains and the | melt 
Ingt snows must have some influence 
fon the Yanglze water level, Since 
‘the Beginning of May he has been 
somewhat impressed with the resular 
rainfall each afternoon and evening, 
It begins to cloud soon after mid-day, 
it gets quite cold in the late atter- 
noon and it raing in the evening. Fre- 
quently it raing during the night but 
often it clears up with a glorious 
forenoon of bright warm sunshine, 








Rickshaws Tntroduced 


Last week Tachionlu had a new and 
strange Innovation: four rickshaws 
appeared outside the north gate 
offering to carry passengers to the 
hot sulphur spring at the second 
bridge. Hundreds, if not. thousands, 
of the local inhabitants had never 
eon a rickshaw so when this vehicle 
made Ils appearance the populace 
went out to sce It work. ‘The crowds 
reminded us of the days of Mandeville 
and Roubin when they introduced 
‘their skin boat the Nightmare, ‘This 
apparently is the beginning” of a 
riekshaw company and In days to 
corhe we shall sce these rickshaws 








coming and going throughout the 
city, 
Unfortunately the roads in and 


round ‘Tachlenl will not permit of 
this trae 40 work Is being begun 
‘on the ‘three-mile stretch between 
the north gale and the sceond bride.

Rhododendron Month 


During the fouirth Chinese moon, 
according to the Tibetans, the carth 
bursis forth into life and’ the worm 
begins to move. Naturo throws off 
the winter deadness and adorns her- 
self in garments of flowers, The 
fourth moon along the frontier is the 
rhododendron month as this tree 
Mowers in all its wonder and beauty 
at this time, Above 12,000 feet the 
thododendrohs at present arg a won 
dertul display of flowers ahd fre- 
quently” the” wood-gatherors will 
bring us down a spray. We once 
heard Mr. Forrest, the famous botanist, 
lecture in the gardens in Edinburgh 
many years ago and in the course of 
his address I think he sald there were 
several Inundred varieties of rhode- 
dendrong along the borders of Tibet, 
‘This tree grows quite large on the 
hills round this elty. Mr. Hanson- 
Lowe and Baron Van der Bruggen 
climbed the mountains above Jodo. 
some days ago and got Into an enor- 
mous forest of rhododendrons and it 
wos only with diMeulty that they 
could make any progress, 

For hundreds of years the main 
source of Tachientu’s firewood supply 
hhnd been taken from these » large 
thododendron trees, Five or six 
young Chinese woodeutters get to- 
gothor with a-capital of say $800 oF 
41,000. ‘In the lato spring they climb 
the mountaing round ‘Tachienta but 
In close proximity to some of the 
main streams. Down these _moun- 
fnins they build a chute sending the 
cut toys Into the stream, ‘The party 
is divided up" some cut the trees, 
‘others push them down the moun- 
tains and one or two men direct the 
heavy logs down the river towards 
the elty, 

‘Near Tachienlu, outside the north 
and south gates, the — woodcutters 
throw a barricade across the river 
and thus hold the wood up. Tn 
Mareh the wood is cut up and sold 
‘at $25 per 1,000 logs, The wood is 
lean and makes an’ excellent fre, 
being used by the large business 
firms in the elty, But the wholesale 
destruction year’ by year of these 
enormous rhododendron forests must 
touch the botanist’s heart. However 
they go on growing and the supply 
fof firewood never scems to fall.

JUKAOHSIEN 


Hundreds of Followers Find 
Surcease 
Frou Oun Own Comssroxomre 


Jukao, Ku, June 3. 
‘A Buddhist priest recenily came to 
Jukao and suddenly sprang into fame 
fs a falth-healer. ‘The priest charges 
nothing for his services and cures by 
touch. Hundreds of eripples and 
sick flock to him and he has become 
the talk of the town, but he is fair 
in. telling several patients with in: 
curable diseases that his touch can: 
‘not heal them, others are immedlate- 
ly told that by faith in him and in 
hiis healing touch aches ‘will fee and 
sickness will be cured. Several who. 
hhave been healed follow him trom 
place to place, P 
‘The priest instills confidence by his 
personality and the results are sufl- 
lent to bring him at least for the 
present a large clientele, All through 
history men have displayed powers 
to heal by the miraculous touch. 
Practically every religion claims. its 
faith healers and shrines are in every 
Tand where the faithful ean flee for 
refuge and cure. In the Jukao sec- 
tion one frequently hears of men and 
places thatare temporarily filled with 
healing powers. Sometimes: it is 
attributed to the Goddess of Mercy 
entering into @ person, or a pond, 
thus giving healing powers for time 
being: sometimes it Is attributed to 
‘on the part of the person ex- 
frelsing the power, 
‘The priest mumbles his prayers, 
touches the affected spot and cures 
‘without the use of drugs 


Projected Pound 
A religious group of Jukao people 
are collecting funds to build a dot 
Pound wherein to support stray dogs. 
‘This group believes life is sacred and 
should be protected. Frequently we 
see this type of people buy live Ash 
‘and turtles from ‘the vendors on the 
street and while prayers are said 
such live fish and ‘turtles are 
released in the canals to be 
later again by other fishermen. 

‘The Dog-Saving Association plans 
to build the pound, to catch stray 
dogs, separate them according to sex, 
feed’ them more or Tess until they’ 
die of themselves. Jukao has much 
hydrophobla due to the number of 
‘stray dogs, who frequent the unused 
front entrances of temples and an- 
cestral halls to rear thelr young and 
In these places the little pups are not 
molested, 

Some years ago a similar dog 
pound was created by such a society, 
but it lacked support. To prevent 
hydrophobla it would be within. the 
Thealth regulations of modern lands 
{to catch stray dogs and destroy them 
within a definite time rather then to 
care for them until they dle. Ap- 
parently sympathy for this type of 
religious enthusiasm is not strong 
‘enough to keep the society's funds up 
to the desired level and contributions 
are solicited from outsiders. 


Favourite Suicide Pond 


‘At the broak of day last Sunday 
the body of an unknown man. w 
found in a pond nearest our largest 
temple in Jukno. This pond is the 

scene of suicides, Its waters 
Im and beautiful ‘and it les 
beside a famous temple with its 
idols and temple worship. ‘The 
surrounding trees give a calm outlook 
to the benign skies above. It Is in a 
secluded place of town. 


Early morning passersby noticed 9

Miss Onyon entered the Postal 
Order Branch in June 1898, and 
had founded the Missionary ' Band 
there before she resigned in 1004, 
After training, she was sont by the 
Chutch Missionary ‘Society to the 
Lienkong District in Fukien, 

‘At first she lived In the villoge of 
‘Deng-Dol, and so began at once that 
Intimate ‘contact with the poorer 
people which was a continuing fea~ 
ture of her life in China, 

‘The district is a large peninsula. 
with miles of rocky coastline and 
containing some pleturesque  hill- 
country, Lienkong is the only city, 
but there are 400 villages, many of 
which are towns if judged by Eng- 
Jish standards of population. Fishing 
‘and agricultural work occupy the bulk 
‘of the people, 

Miss Onyon began her, life work 
with the opening of Lienkong Girls’ 
Boarding School in 1910. ‘The house

‘During those dark days Miss Onyon 
was not allowed at the school, but 
she lived near enough for the teach- 
€r5 to come secretly for advice, While 
awaiting permission {9 return, she 
worked among the Lienkong refugees 
who had fled’ to Foochow trom the 
terror. Owing to her long residence 
Im the district many who had suffered 
or lost thelr all were personal friends. 


Strain Too Great 

‘These months of heartbreak, with 
the physical discomfort of the village 
ut ‘where she and Miss Scott win 
tered, affected her health. The strain 
was too great. Her strength could 
not be wholly renewed even by the 
‘Sense of ‘relief when order was 
restored, the Joy of returning to the 
school which had been wonderfully 
preserved, and the interest of trying 
fo raise an Endowment Fund against 
the day of her retirement. 

‘The Lienkong people in general are 
too poor to pay more than halt the 
cost of the children's schooling, 
so Miss Onyon plans to raise a” fund 
to bridge this gap. 

Miss Onyon and Miss Seott, so long 
together in China, are now’ both in 
England, wherever their hearts may 
be, It is the Chinese friends now 
who look for, and receive, the lovely 
otters of guidance and wisdom, and 
the Civil Serviee which enjoys the 
personal help.

with the ‘Tibetan fourth moon which 
Frequently occurs in the month of 
April, ‘The lama calendar also has 
lig Feast of Flowers; its chase and 
expulsion of the “Seapegoat.” the 
Demon of Bad Luck; Feast of the 
Dead, All Souls” Day; the Picture 
Feast; and the Feast of Lanterns. 

But the fourth moon, the Earth 
Happy month, 1s outstanding in the 
‘Tibetan religious calendar. ‘The Tibe- 
tang leave thelr homes, the lamas 
desert thelr temples, the drabas for- 
sake their celis, the hermits re~ 
ounce their eaves and all sock to 
dwell in tents, at Teast during part 
fof the fourth moon, Special worship 
8 algo made to ihe Great Piticr, 
Jenrehzeo of whom’ all the Dalai 
Lamas are reinearnations, Jenrehzce, 
‘according to Lamalsm, looks down in 
pity and merey on a ‘weary, strugel- 
ing, sinful humanity and offers his 
help and guidance in escaping from 
the Wheel of Life and in reaching 
Dehwajen, the lama's paradise. Jen= 
yehzee, more than Jambehyang or 
Chanadorje — the three great in- 
carnations in the Land” of the 
Lamas—is prayed to by Tibetans all 
‘over the Toof of the World. From 
all over the land of ‘Tibet, men and 
women, lama and. nomad, ‘pray 0 
Jentehiee, whose Incarnation om earth 
is the Dalal Lama, and who seeks 
{o fulfil the benevolent purposes of 
the Great Pitier. 

Fasting, confession and listening to 
the law read by some cultured lama, 
and the doing of innumerable wood 
deeds, Is devoutly "observed 
fourth moon slong the frontier, Among 
these different forms, however, of 
religious exercise fasting seems to 
‘occupy an Important place. Both 
Chinese and Tibetan authorities note

GHASTLY MURDER IN 
HANKOW 
Unwilling Prostitute Beaten to 
Death by Keepers 
Front Our Own Comesrowsext

Objections by 
prostitute to the 
Yead resulted in a quarrel with her 
wistrerses which ended in her death, 
according to the investigations of the 
Hankow police, who ‘allege that those 
arrested have now confessed to their 
pare in the crime. The girl's bocy 
Was 1ound lying in a wooden trunk 
in the vicinity of the Hankow Inter- 
national Race Course carly on Thurs- 
day morning; the body was vadly 
bruised. 

‘Under the direction of the Chict 

of Police, a tour was conducted of 
Various establishments with whlel 
she might be connected, including 
Known but unregistered’ houses of 
{il-fame, but the investigation seemed 
to be fruitless ll fnally the detec~ 
tives came to one house, where five 
unregistered prostitutes’ were kept. 
All the. inmates—five women, ve 
fimls and a cook—were taken io the 
Station, where they broke down afler 
‘a gruelling crost-examination and 
confessed. 
‘One of the girls sald that the de- 
ceased had not been an Inmate of the 
hhouse very long, and caused a lot of 
trouble as she objected to the life she 
was forced lo lead. On Wednesday 
afternoon, a terrifle quarrel broke out 
and the vider women compelled Kung 
Sorchen, the dead girl, to go to an 
upper room. 

‘The other girls were locked in a 
room downstairs, and tistened with 
terrified ears to the terrible beating 
the 21-year old girl was being given. 

‘Alter about an hour, the noise 
stopped and the girls were freed. 
‘Thay ran upstairs t9 see how she was; 
taking some tea with them as a small 
consolation, but stopped, horrified at 
the sight before them. 

‘Kung lay dead upon the Moor, her 
mouth tightly gagged to still ' her 
cries ‘and prevent her from calling 
for help, and her body bearing the 
marks of the brutal treatment she 
hhad received.

IN TSINAN 


Sect Based on Good Points of 
Five Great Religions 
noxt Oun Own Consort 


‘Tsinan, Sung, June 9. 

If the erection of new and cost 
buildings is any criterion of a clty's 
prosperity, Tsinan must be doing 
Well, in spite of all the doteful tales 
of businessmen, 

It is not guile two years since the 
members of the Tao Yuan, or Red 
Swastika “Society, that institution 
which professes to combine the good 
points of ive great religions in its 
teachings, erected a large hall. Now 
further ‘extensive building are in 
process of erection on adjacent land, 
The ‘Tao Yuan began its life nearly 
20 years ago. in-an_ unpretentious 
courtyard “in a quiet, residential 
street, Without changing the loca~ 

mn, the heads of this body have ac- 
‘quired more and more land, the total 
value of which must be enormovs. 

"The rst extension they made was 
to procure some property on which 
to ‘open a women's branch of the 
society and to housea primary school 
for poor children, "As the school has 
grown some of the older buildings 
have been given over to Its use, this 
change being mace possible by the 
freetion of the new hall. 

‘This halt is a really sine building, 
It is put up in_a style reminiscent of 
the Imperial Palace or Tal Miao In 
Peiping. It stands ona stone terrace, 
approached by broad fights of steps 
and surrounded by a low stone 
parapet. On the south, the terrace 
Ig widened out to form a. square 
platform, roofed over, like the old 
Style theatrical stage,” ‘The hall has 
concrete window frames, so planned 
{that the weneral effect is very similar 
to that of the wooden-latticed win 
dows of many Chinese temples. ‘The 
root Is covered with shining graen 
tiles which must have come from 
Peiping. ‘These shimmer in the suti~ 
light, giving off iridescent light very 
lovely to wateh, 








Dedieatory Tablets 

Inside this well-proportioned hall 
‘are scores of tablets dedieated to the 
deities and holy men of many faiths, 
‘The names of the Virgin Mary and 
her Son, of Old and New Testament 
characters are found alongside Lao 
‘Tau, Mahomet and other great ones, 
But’ the majority of the tablets seem 
to bear names fomiliar to Buddhism, 
‘There are no images, no pictures. of 
(hese people, just, “Wooden tablets 
such as are’ found ‘in the family 
temples of wealthy Chinese, 

To the cast, west and south of the 
large hall thie more buildings are 
in course of erection, so completing 
a hollow square in proper Chinese 
fashion, Possibly these rooms may 
bbe Intended for rest and meditation, 
‘oF even for recreation. “They. are 
similar in style to the large hall, but 











used in these buildings, and the 
‘oral effect ig that of a'job where no 
‘expense has been spared, 


Planchette Fortune-Telling 

Superstition plays an Important 
part in the Tao Yuan ceremonies, the 
chief of which is fortune-telling by 
‘means of a Jatge wooden planchette 
that writes messages in sand. These 
communications from the spitit world 
‘are supposed to guide any who sock 
for advice or comfort. Some. years 
‘Yo a foreigner, living near 10 the 
‘Tao Yuan, received a request to 
ranslate into English a message that 
had Just come, vid the planehette, 
from ‘the Virgin Mary, She, using the 
Chinese language, had, seni a special 
greoting toa Roman Catholic assembly 
‘about to meet at Lourdes. 

Tn former years outsiders were 
allowed to visit the Tao Yuan and 
even to see the large planchette at 
work, but now-a-days such acts of 
friendship are discouraged, nor are 
the members of the society communt- 
galive about what goes on within the 
walls, 

‘That philanthropy is an Important 
part of their scheme of things is 
evident. The school already men- 
toned “has a ‘well-equipped play 
ground, where the children “may 
‘amuse ‘themselves after school is over, 
as well as during the regular reer:

From all over the province come 
continual. reports of small. bands. of 
Fobbers preying upon unfortunate 
villages and. small towns.

Some drastle reform in the 
olicing and patrolling of oullying 
districts seems to be urgently meod- 
ed, Even the mail couriers who are 
ordinarily respected and given right 
of way by robbers have suffered 
Aisgracefully in recent months. 

‘There is a report that the Ministry 
of Home Affairs Is about to take over 
the control of the police for the 
whole" province, Certainly some 
centrally controlled scheme seems 
very desirable. 

‘After several months of pressure 
the Nanking headquarters of the 
opium suppression. organization has 
persuaded the provincial people to 
feel a little shame at the exploitation 
‘of “government control” for revenue 
Purposes and plans are now under 
way to operate four large opium 
curing hospitals in Chungking, 
Chengtu, Wanhsien and Luchow.

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BOOM ON THE YARN MARKET EXPOSED 


Manipulators Blamed for Unexpected Rise: Powerful 
Group in Control 


‘Shanghal, June 10. 

‘The Chinese Cotton Goods Ex- 
change ecased trading on June 10, al- 
though it was not officially. closed. 
‘The impasse arose over the diticul- 
ties of "the brokers, who stopped 
‘transacting business,’ No quotattons| 
were offered, the yam market being 
completely tied up. 

All mills in Shanghat are at pres 
‘ent working to capacity to fulfil thelr 
commitments and are unable to make| 
delivery to ease the present technical 
position. 

‘Wild speculation was witnessed for 
some days before the present impasse 
in the yarn market, Rumours, sup-| 
posedly eireulated at the instance of 
certain. interested parties with ample, 
backing, including, it is stated, a 
number of Chinese oflicials, added to 
the confusion of the market, the eon- 
sequences of which has mostly fallen. 
upon the responsibilities of the brok- 
ere, 

‘At least one broker Is known to 
have gone bankrupt, and others are| 
expected to declare insolvency in the; 
‘meanwhile. 


Wild Rumours 

Although much of the present dif 
Aculty and most of the speculative 
activity is largely ascribed to. the! 
Tumours circulated, these concerning 
the Chinese Government's possible 
Inflation policy, and also that the at- 
tempt to float a Ioan in London had 
failed, the opinion prevails that the 
brokers were equally if not more to 
blame for not asking adequate margin 
and thereby encouraging the specula 
tive element. 

‘The brokers accordingly are now 
unable to cover commitments under- 
taken and stand to lose in the ag- 
gregate by several million dollars, as| 
delivery cannot be made in most’ in- 
stances 

“In my opinion, the blame for atl 
the “trouble must be laid on. the 
brokers," sald a prominent cotton 
merchant, "because they preferred (o| 
amble and did not ask for suMeient 
‘margin from thelr clients. Had they 
done s0, a8. they should have 
‘done, this whole trouble would never 
have’ arisen.

June 1, 

Prices of yarn were about $5 lower 
than the last quotations on June 8, ‘The 
powerful group, who have the mar~ 
et under control, have agreed to 
et the last quotation remain for four 
more days so as to allow those who 
have sold short to liquidate their| 
positions. 

Before the market opened, heat- 
ed arguments "took place between 
the “opposing groups. of brokers. 
Those who had sold short at 
rst offered to settle the transae- 
tions at $275 for June delivery, the 
last quotation beings $295. Later they 
offered $235 as the sottlement price, 
which was rejected by the powerful 
group. Finally, Mr, "Tu, who had 
heen asked to’ mediate, "agreed to 
approach the Intter with the offer of 
$200, which was $5 lower than the| 
ast closing quotation, and this price 
was duly accepted by them.

‘There are thre main causes of 
flooding downtown, "namely heavy 
rain, high tide, and the combina

river, whipped up by a typhoon, 
sometimes flows over the odge. 

‘The sea-wall which is now being 
built’ will extend practically "the 
whole length of ‘The Bund except 
from Kiukiang Road to Peking Road. 
where the now raised foreshore pro- 
vides protection against Moods. It 
Will be two foct high generally, slight- 
ly higher in places. 

Capacity of Pump 

‘The pump which is being installed 
will be situated underneath ‘The Bund| 
ear the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank and will be an eleetrically- 
driven device capable of pumping, 
about 3000 gallons of water per 
‘minute, It will be a centrifugal 
Pump. ‘The area principally to be 
served by the pump is that bounded 
by ‘The Bund, Avenue Edward Vil, 
Foochow Road and Honan Road 
This is the worst flood area, but it 
may Jater be found advisable to ine 
clude adjoining territory in that to) 
be pumped out in case of flooding. 
At present it is intended in time of

Another advantage of pumping will 
be to expedite the draining of. flood 
water from low areas in the down- 
town district where at present the:

In carly years the camp. staff was

JUKONG WHARF 


Empress of Japan the First 
Liner to Use New Quay 


‘The ss. Empress of Japan docked 
fat Jukong Wharf on June 13. Tn that 
relatively simple procedure an event 
of great significance was read by many 
{in pointing to the direction of growth 
of the waterfront in particular ond 
‘Shanghai in general, 

‘The importance of the occasion was 
Indicated by the presence of officials 
of many of the big shipping firms 
to see a huge ocean Uiner, for the 
first time in history, berth alongside 
‘a “wharf near the mouth of the 
‘Whangpoo River, 

Promptly at 230 pm. the great 
white liner arrived in front of the 
wharf and began her swing. — With 
‘adequate room and no other tramie 
in sight, the swing was accomplished 
quickly and in very little time the 
26,000-ton liner was alongside. 


Large Crowa 





‘A large crowd was on hand, most 
of the people standing along the 
railing of the second floor of the 
Wharf building to watch the ship come 
in and to wave to friends. ‘Those 
waiting on top of the whart building 
were at almost exactly the same level 
5 those on the promenade deck of 
the ship. 

Having drawn alongside the whait 
fs though she had been doing It for 
years, the Empress of Japan had the 
Bongway thrust into her and the 
crowd on the wharf proper streamed 
n board. 

Passengers and their small luggage 
were soon leaving the ship and enter- 
Ing cars for the drive to Shanghal, 
‘The stendy drizale kept the scene 
filled with umbrellas.” The ‘drive 
from the new $5,000,000 wharf to 
‘Nanking Road can easily be accom- 
plished inside half-an-hour.

WINDSTORM WRECKS 
XMHD’S AERIAL 


Christian Station Suffers in 
Weather 


Shanghai's spring may have come 
to an official end on ‘May 6, and 
Midsummer Day may be only eleven 
days away, but few would have dared. 
fo say so in the face of the cold, 
howling winds and frequent rains of 
fon June 12 and the day before. ‘The 
Winds of March and the typhoons of 
August generally “make themselves 
felt by blowing trees about, board- 
ings down and old slato roofs all 
over ‘the place, but one doesnot 
expect a gale ‘in the early part of 
June to blow down a broadcast 
Station's antenna. ‘Yet that is what 
happened. 

‘Tho station affected is XMHD, the 
‘Shanghal Christian Broadcast Station, 
of 128 Museum Road, and an emerg- 
fency coll was received at the Central 
Fire “Station to the effect that 
‘the transmitting antenna and  sub- 
sidiary wiring had collapsed. Two 
fre “engines and ‘an ambulance 
hurriedly clanged their way to the 
‘scene, and found that the windstorm 
had Blown the wiring down, 

Fortunately, there was no short~ 
cireuit as the station, which has a 
power output of 1,000 watts, was not 
Transmitting at the time, and no one 
‘was injured when the wires suddenly 
came tumbling down, 

Wires Cut 

‘The fire brigade crew proceeded up 
to the roof, and in view of the strong, 
wind that 'was blowing immediately 
cut the various wires, to" prevent 
them from lashing about or dangling 
down the sides of the building with 
the possibility “of a short-eireult 
should the power be accidentally 

The firemen spent an 
hour and 35 minutes at the scene. 

This will explain why the many. 
up-country listeners who tune in to 
this station each day for the newscast 
furnished by the “North-China Dally 
News” were unable to pick up the 
station. Radio Station XMHD is 
‘owned and operated by the Shanghai 
Christian ‘Broadeast Association; a 
non-advertising station, it is heard 
all over China ‘and has frequently. 
been received in Australia and New, 


Zealand. 
Station Closed 

Recently, in an attempt to better 
lis service, the station closed down 
for a few’ weeks, while a new and 
thoroughly up-to-date medium wave 
transmitting antenna system with tall, 
metat poles, well guyed to meet ali 
stress and strain, was erectod on top 
of the China ‘Baptist Publication 
Building, 128 Museum Road, which 
houses the station. ‘The exact cause 
of the accident, which involved. 
only the aclual aerial itself, has 
yet to be determined, and ‘it is 
‘expected that it will take a few days 
before the station can be placed in 
‘operation once more.

He proceeded: “The face of 
China is changing, but hope 
that her basi character does 


not change with it, Tam not an ad- 
vocate of change as an end in itsolt: 
I advocate adaptability to changing 
circumstances, whilst retaining the 
essence of all that is good in the old. 

‘We see to-day a China firmly set 
upon the road fo economie independ- 
ence through domestic manufacturing. 
You cannot generalise about it, and 
Say it is good or bad; but you ean 
take particular enses and say: That 
Industry might well have waited; or 
China is going too fast in this line. 
Tn railways and public ulilities and 
producing units of moderate size, de 
Fendent on their immediate locality 
for both raw materials and market, 
there can be no doubt that the time 
as come. For some other industries, 
dependent on distant sources of supply 
and distant markets, I sometimes won- 
der whether their’ establishment is 
yet really warranted, In two great 
Industries the Chinese seem to me to 
have a natural flair—in textile manu 
facturing and in products made of 
‘metal, . 

‘What seems to'me to be so amazing 
about the Chinese workman is the 
speed with whieh he learns and his 
cheerfulness and Industry when at 
Work, China has nearly all the 
elements that go to make up a manu- 
facturing nation of the frst rank—an 
‘abundant supply of cheap and skilful 
labour, many’ raw materials, and an 
immense home market. The other 
requisites will come in time—experi- 
ence of management, expert techni. 
.Glans, sound financial eounsellors—and 








when a body of such men has been 
bullt up T look forward confidently 
{to seeing China emerge as one of the 
eading manufacturing nations in the 
world. 

Growing National Pride 

‘You must be thinking that I have 
noticed nothing but factories since I 
arrived “in China, But I mention 
them merely as an example of the 
changes T have seen. Other changes 
T have seen, some not so cheerful 
from my point of view—the decline 
in our cotton trade—and some very 
cheerful from any point of view. In 
this T am referring especially to the 
growing national pride in China, 
which impresses me as being a 
healthy and manly pride—not the 
product of egotism, or ignorance, oF 
conceit, as the old feeling of Chinese 
superiority used to be accused of 
being; but the product of an increas~ 
ingly healthy official and private life, 
‘and steadily growing strength, physi 
cally, politically, and financially. 1 
‘am sure my Chinese friends will not 
take it amiss when I say that T re- 
gard the gradual disappearance of 
that widespread attitude, a mixture 
of inferiority and contempt, amongst 
Chinese towards foreigners, and its 
substitution by a growing healthy 
national patriotism, as one of the 
most admirable developments in the 
last decade. China is becoming 
young again, and throwing off the 
Shackles of "age and the so-called 
wisdom that comes with age and 
though some of the results of this 
outburst of youthful cnergy are 
childish, it is a stage through which 
China must pass if she is to grow to 
full and healthy manhood. 

L have not mentioned yet my 
strongest impression of all; the 
Kindliness and friendliness" with 
which I have been treated by all. 
I came amongst you a. stranger, 
ignorant of the problems that faced 
you and would face me, and T have 
Feceived the greatest possible help 
and encouragement from all. sides, 
British, Chinese, and foreign, T do 
not know whether there Isa "Shang- 
hal Mind,” but certainly if there is 
one it is not the Kind that is 
frequently described by visiting 
novelists, I have the greatest 
admiration for you residents of 
Shanghai, of all nationalities. You 
fare faced with problems of extreme 
Jcomplexity and difMleulty, the solutions 
to which in many cases affect your 
lives in the closest possible manner, 
‘You live here, an. extraordinary 
conglomeration of nationalities, under 
unique system of municipal govern- 
‘ment and an extraordinary system of 
Jurisdictions, and you live here in 
ence and {rlendship with each other. 
An outsider might imagine that such 
fan existence must be unstable in the 
extreme: there are any number of 
Potential points of friction, any one 
‘of which one might expect to develop 
into a major crisis which might blow 
you all sky high; but you get along. 




















Shanghal Settling Down 


In all seriousness, I declare that 
in my own opinion, taking - into 
consideration all the difficulties, 
the way in which earnest and sincere 
‘men of all nationalities apply’ them= 
selves to the task of smoothing out 
the snags that crop up, of keeping 
the machine going despite the fact 
that its component parts are of aiffer- 
ent ages and come from different 
Parts of the world, so that ‘the ma- 
chine looks like a etazy Heath Robin 
son cartoon, you deserve the highest 
praise. In a place like Shanghal you 
cannot by a stroke of the pen «as 
some of our academle erities seem to 
think is possible) bring about the 
Utopia we should like to see. Shang- 
hai is part of China, and must pro- 
‘gress with China—neither much ahead 
of it nor behind it; and T know. that, 
granted goodwill on all sides, Shang- 
hai will gradually ‘settle down to a 
higher general standard of living and

government,

Russians in California 

A profusely itlustrated and intevest 
ing album undor the title "Fort Ross, 
hhas just been published in Shanghai 
It tells the story of the colonizing of 
California a hundred years ago. by 
Russians, In the year 181i or 1812, 
129 Russian soldiers and 200 abori- 
ines of Alaska, under the leadership 
fof Lieut. Ivan’ Kuskoy, took posses 
sion’ of the Bay of Bodega and the 
basin of the river which is still known 
as Russian River, and built a. fort 
whose remains, carefully prestrved 
by Americans ean be seen to this day. 
By an edict of Emperor Alexander 1, 
the shores of the Pace Ocean, in- 
cluding many islands {rom 45 degrees 
North Latitude and land on. the 
American continent from 51 degrees, 
‘were declared Russian territory and 
the entry of forelm ships into this 
zone was forbidden. This caused 9 
Tengthy conflict with the United States 
of America. ‘In December, 1841, Fort 
Ross was sold to one Johi A, Sutter 
{for $90,000, to be paid over a period 
‘of four years. ‘To-day Fort Ross is 
fone of the National Parks of America 
‘and fs under care and supervision of 
the Historie Landmarks “Committee, 
Native Sons of the Golden West, 
whose work is greatly appreciated by 
Russians:

For the third time in the last five 
‘years, the *North-China Daily News" 
hhas fost one of its oldest ahd most 
respected members of the printing 
staff, Wong Chi-nam passing away on 
June 11 at the age of 74 after having | 
bbeen with this: Journal continuously | 
for the past 38 years. 

‘A native of Nam-hoi, Kwangtung, 
Wong Chisnam came to Shanghat in) 
his Boyhood and Immediately yearn- 
ed to become a, master printer. He 
eventually” found "his"way into the: 
“North-China Daily News” 45 years 
ago but left agsin for a couple of 
years, only to return’ and remain 
hhere until Nines forced hhim to retire 
fon ‘pension several months ago. He 
was with this Journal altogether for 
43, years. 

‘Though Chi-nam, as he was loving- 
ly known to his colleagues, had been 
iit for more than a year past. he 
Insisted on attending to his job and 
{it was only with the utmost dimeulty 
that he was persuaded (almost for- 
ced) to retire. After a long period 
of night duty, he was transferred to 
the day shift and he was to be seen 
day in and day out at the “stones.” 

Chi-nam ‘endeared himself to. his 
colleagues and all the time he served 
with the “North-China Daily News" 
he was never known to quarrel with 
any of his. fellow-workers,

Sim—Mr. Herrz Ke is perfectly 
correct in saying that an “intrusive 2” 
is very commonly heard after words 
ending with a vowel (when the fol- 
lowing word begins with a vowel), 
‘My father was a purist and extreme- 
ly strict about pronunelation and con- 
struction, and his children. grew up 
‘with very sonsitive ears “in. this 
respect.

T met Mr. Vatighn myself in Peking 
two months after my departure from 
Wanhsien, and remember discussing 
the affair with him, but Tam quite 
positive that he did’ not mention any 
Visit to Wanhsien during that con- 
versation, which was quite a long 
one. ‘This would appear to be a sur- 
1 omission since he knew that 
ad come direct from there.

Another Twelve Minutes Clipped Off by Fabian’s Crew: 
American Ex-holders “Congrats, But We'll Beat It” 


What are the: mits of human 
endurance?—seemingly “none accord 
Ing to some lron-cast_members. of 
the Shanghai Rowing Club, On Junc 
12'L. V. Fabian’s crew smashed by 
12 min, ‘the 375-mile marathon row 
record ‘which had been set up less 
than a month ago by four Americans 
(RV. "Perkins, stroke; L, Butt, 
W. Merugh ‘and R.. Phillips) 
Who had knocked 43 min, off the 
November record. also achieved by 
‘a combination stroked “by | Fabian. 
How long will the new mark last? 
When the American ex-holders heard 
the news by telephone from ‘Henlt 
the immediate utterance, after they 
had "been once or twice. reas- 
sured against legpull was,“ Hear- 
lest. congratulations. ‘That was cer 
tainly a swell effort but it just means 
that we have to go out and break 
that record. again.” 

‘A crow composed of La V. Fabian 
(stroke), L. D. M, Beaitle, H. E. 
Brewer ‘and F. R. L. Carey’ teft on 
the gruolling journey, rigidly ade 
Ihering to their determination to carry 
‘on wot weather oF fine, Swinginging, 
along at'a fast pace the four, trained 
to the minute, Teft mile atier mile 
Behind them. "Thelr journey was to 
‘be. nonstop, There was a ton of 
grit “and delermination going in to 
the effort, ‘Thoir slave drivers were 
the stroke and a clock. 
specially they had chosen a Chi 
nese Inodaht as coxswain for the dual 
use. of his local geography and his 
native tongue for clearing. the course 
Novertholess the first halt oceurres 
when the four ran foul of a Junk. The 
delay was. very short and the men 
were quickly swinging to thelr oars. 
‘The rain had been coming down with 
‘Out Intermission.” Tn a way it was a 
handicap; nevertheless it was a 
cooling tonie, 

Four miles from their goal Fabian 
called another halt, Tt was the eriti- 
col period, They had the record in 
their grasp, or almost, Brewer (No. 
2) swapped places with Fablan to 
igive the stroke some extra pep, Soon 
Bfter, they drove their shell alongside 
the Henli boat shed. "A fow ware 
there to greet them.

‘The strong wind, blowing from the 
south ‘east assisted them for the: 
earlier part of their row, and they, 
hhad the’ tde with them ‘until three 
miles from) Hwanglu. "Thereafter 
they rowed in still water, but the 
wind, blowing: in gale force, ‘helped 
them’ along until they reached Lukia- 
pang but from here they turned east 
for the last part of the distance. At 
this most trying period they had ‘to| 
contend with the full foree of the| 
head wind, Grateful as they were 
for the assistance of the wind earlier| 
on, the oarsmen said. that at the| 
Period when they wero most tired, 
the full force of the wind against 
‘them was heart-breaking. 


The Start 


‘The crew set up a brisk rate of 
stroking for the first 13 miles to 
Hwangtu, the ‘frst big_village they 
had to pass through. ‘They had the 
benefit of the flood tide but had to 
“easy” oars ‘on several occasions to| 
escape collisions with “junks, the 
trae being very heavy. ‘Three 











miles from Hwangtu they lost the: 
tide, but carried on at a good rate: 
‘of stroking. ‘They reached Hwangtu 
fn an hour and three quarters, and 
stopped for five minutes. Stretching 
thelr legs. inthe boat’ ond_taking| 
cold tea for nourishment. they. then| 
carried on to Anting and completed | 
this six mile distance’ in thirty’ min~ 
utes. at a great rate, the stroking. 
‘being onan average of 20. They 
went on through Anting and made 
for Luklapang, where the strain. of 
the tremendous pace began to tell. 
‘At Luklapang they took a long rest, 
‘ond ‘more nourishment,” They had 
faken an hour and. thirty minutes 
for the nine and a half miles from 
Anting to Luklapang, and realized 
they were within their schedule for 
breaking the record. 


A Kiting Pace 

Between Luklapang and Henli, the 
strain began to tell on all, and sev~ 
eral rests were made, a {otal of 19 
min, in all being wasted in respites 
from rowing. Four miles from. the 
finish 'H. E. Brower at No, 2, who 
hhad been backing up stroke splendid- 
ly, changed places with L. V. Fabian, 
‘With renewed energy the crew rowed 
the last four miles at a great rate, 
despite having to contend with the 
hhead wind. ‘Only this final stage was; 
rowed In the darkness. The. lst! 
quarter mile was rowed in racing} 
style, and they were rected by con- 
gratulatory enthusiasts on the pon- 
toon at Hen, 

‘The actual time spent in. rowing 
was § he. and 11min. the remainder 
of the time being spent in well earned 
Fests en route. All members of 
the crew lost between four to seven 
1b. “in weight in bringing their| 
homerie effort to a successful ending.

“Almost Gilbertian” was the des- 
cription applied by Mr. K. E. Newman 
in H. M. Supreme Court on June 11 
to the process whereby the company 
ealled "Newmilks (1996) Ltd.” came | 
nto being, Mr. Nowman was ap- 
pearing on behalf of Messrs. ¥, C. 
‘Toong and ¥. T. Zung, creditors of 
Newmilks Ltd, in an application for 
the removal from office of official re- 
ceiver and liquidator of Mr. J. E. 
‘Turner, who had been appointed to 
‘these posts by the Court after an ap- 
plication last yéar by the same parties. 

‘Me, ‘Turner was not’ present. In| 
Court, and in the course of the pro- 
ceedings Mr, Newman expressed sur- 
prise at this. He presented a partial 
Audit ‘taken of the liquidator's’ ac-| 
counts by. Messrs. Lowe, Bingham 
& Matthews, and agreed with Judge 
P, Grant Jones that the auditors’ re 
port was “very illuminating.” After 
hearing Mr. Newman, Judge Grant 
Jones sald that he would dischargo 
‘Mr. ‘Turner only from his. post as 
receiver, but not as. Liquidator. 

“The matter must be investigaied, 
he commented, but left this to the 
Omeiat Receiver of the Court, who 
has jurisdiction over all Tiquidators, 
to take up, 

‘he audit taken by Mr. H, R. 
Cleland, of Lowe, Bingham” & 
‘Malthows, sald Mr, Newman, was 
made at the request of certain credi- 
tors. Of the receipts of the liquida~ 
tion, the auditors found that only 
$0,067 was pald to the liquidator’s 
current account in the Hongkong & 
Shanghai Bank; no other amounts 
were paid in, which was directly 
contrary to the Winding-Up Rules and 
to the previous order of the Court, 

No Cash Payment 

Certain other items shown as re 
colpts were not actually receipts in 
feash, but documents signed by the 
creditors, discharging the liquidator 
fof certain preferred debis. The sale 
price of the old firm of Newmilks 
Ltd, was $30,000, the sale being made 
to Me. Rudolph’ Mayer—but no. part 
of this amount whatsoever was paid 
to the Hquidator in cash, 

‘The report went on to say that Mr. 
Mayer produced various receipt 
vouchers from preferred creditors, in- 
‘cluding one for $5,000 for money 
owing to himself, and handed these 
‘over to the liquidator. Mr, Newman's 
two clients were compradores in the 
old firm. ‘They maintained that the 
Tiquidator should not have parted 
with the title to the assets of the 
company until he had either been 
paid in eash or had received a satis 
factory guarantee, 

‘With regard to the accounts, Mr. 
Newman pointed out, as an example, 
that he was listed as having received 
$1,400 for the boneftt of his firm's 
Tegal services; in point of fact they 
“never received a cont!” ‘The 
auditor's statement ended by point- 
ing out that the liquidator had made 
certain payments without receiving 
proof that he actually owed those 
concerned anything.

Dummy Directors 

Mr, Mayer, went on Mr. Newman, 
floated another British company (Mr. 
Mayer is an American) with dummy 
‘directors. He capitalized the com- 
pany. for $250,000, allotting himself 
{$100,000 worth of’ shares gratis and 
‘then proceeded to issue $50,000 worth 
of debentures to himself, covering all 
the assets, on the strength of an 
alleged loan he had made to the com- 














lunder this enormous burden of debt.” 
‘The only tangible assets were taken 
by Mr. Mayer and were being used 


to run the new company, Mr. 


Newman's submission was that Mr. 
‘Turner as liquidator had not given 
12 good title to these assets and that. 
the present company had not acquired 
‘a good title either. He did not think 
there was anyone who had. really 
aid any cash for shares in the new 
‘company. It was disgraceful that the| 
‘creditors, who trusted British com- 
any law procedure, should be vieti- 
mised in this manner, 

“Before they trust a British com- 
pany, they should investigate the’ 
composition of the company,” re- 
marked Judge Grant Jones. 

Worthless Shares 

‘They trusted Mr, Turner, replied 
Mr. Newman, and” he thought. the 
liquidator had been made a tool of| 
by Mr, Mayer, who had done this 
sort of thing before; three other 
companies with which he had been 
connected had very much the same 
history.

Dr. Kung continued that it was the 
policy of the National Government

Foreigners 
Would not only have the welcome, 
but also the protection and support 
‘of the Chinese Government and 
people. Since the National Govern- 
ment had come into power it had 
striven to promote trade not only for 
the benefit of the people but also in 
the interests of world trade.

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AUSTRALIAN COASTAL WATERS CLOSED 


Marauding Luggers Provoke Drastic Restrictions : 
Commonwealth Increases Armaments 


Front Our Own. 


‘Melbourne, May 3. 

Stringent now regulations to check 
the lawless activities of the crews of 
foreign luggers along the northern 
coast of Australia will be enforced 
by the Commonwealth Government 
following amendments of the Aborl- 
gines Protection Ordinance gazetted 
on April 22. ‘The effect of these 
‘amendments will be to close to all 
shipping territorial waters contiguous 
{to aborigine reserves 

‘Any shipping entering the three- 
mile limit in” contravention of the 
Yegulations will be liable to confisea~ 
tion of ship and gear, and the restri 
tlons wil apply equally to Australi 
Gwned pnd foreign ships. In the case 
fof emofgency landings duc to adverse 
‘weather, shortage of water or where 
humay life is endangered, the onus 
of proof will be on the’ master of 
the ship, 

‘The introduction of the new regula 
tions followed the capture carly this 
month by the patrol boat Larrakia 
fof seventeen Japanese luggers in 
prohibited waters. At the time the 
Larrakla. waa speeding to rescue a 
sick buffalo hunter on an isolated 
part of the coast, and quite accidental 
ly discovered cieven luggers moored 
in territorial waters. Shortly’ after~ 
wards she moro luggers appeared. 
Sighting the Latrakla, thoy atlempled 
to eseape, and hove to only when 
shots were fired across their bows. 

‘awelve Hours to Leave 


Because of the rather anomalous 
regulations then in force, the com- 
mander of the  Larrakia’ communi- 
ented with Darwin for Instructions, 
tnd, after assembling the masters of 
the luggers and explaining the regula 
tions to them, gave them twelve 
hours to leave the coast. 

"This Incident focussed attention on 
the obvious flaws in the existing 
Ordinance. “Ships ordered to leave 
could remain for neatly twelve hours, 
pass out of territorial waters, a 
then return for another twelve hours. 
‘This might interrupt iMicit_pearling 
‘operations, but could not prevent in= 
terforenee with the aborigines oF the 
establishment of seeret fuel dumps 
‘on the coast. 

‘The Cabinet immediately consider- 
ed the legal aspects of the issue, and 
th new regulations were gazetted 
with a promptitude in marked con- 
trast with former dilatoriness in deal- 
ing with the problem, ‘This was 
partly due to intense public indigna- 
tion ‘at oficial inaction in the fnee 
of what was rapidly becoming a grave 
national scandal, and partly due to 
reports’ from the commander of the 
Larrakla rovesling tho widespread 
extent of illicit activiti 


‘Women Exploited 


Sinco it was commissioned about 9 
year ayo the Larrakia has found 
abundant evidence that unofelal 
complaints were more than justified. 
Dumps of fuel and pearl shell and 
traces of frequent landings have been 
found along the aborigine reserves, 
and the exploitation of native women 
by the crews of foreign luggers has 
Aovoloped nto an organized. traMie 
in the last fow ycars 

It is realized, " however, that tho 
Lurrakig alone'is quite unable to 
maintain effective supervision of such 
fan extensive area, and a larger patrol 
boat 1s being built, Meanwhile the 
Sioop Moresby is steaming north to 
conduct a survey in connection with 
the establishment of bases for the 
now air mail route, and will be able 
to co-operate with the Larrakia if 
necessary. 

In q few weeks soveral ships of the 
Australian squadron, will also leave 
for a seasonal cruise in. northern 
waters, and this is generally inter 
preted as Indicating that the Govern- 
ment intends to see that the new 
restrictions are rigidly enforced, 

As a contribution to Imperial re- 
‘armament Australian defence plans 
‘are being accelerated, Under the first 
three-year expansion programme, now 
nearing completion, all arms. ‘were 
substantially reinforeed, “The navy 
fand alr force are now stronger than 
they have ever been, and mechaniza- 
tion of the army Is proceeding satis- 
faetorily, Now nerodromes and forti- 
feations at strategie centres have been 
established, and others will be added 
under the’ second part of the ex- 
pansion programme. 

Defence expenditure in the curront 
year exceeds that in any other period 
jn peace time, and it is expected that 
defence discussions in connection with 
the forthcoming Imperial Conference 
will result In still greater expendi- 
ture in the next few years. 

Industrial mobilization is. also re- 
ceiving close attention, Before long 
the output of Australian munition 
factories is expected to exceed local 
Yequitements, and they will be able 
to supply New Zealand, South Africa 
end other British tefritories, thus 
relieving the burden on English fac- 
fories and reducing dependence on the 
Empire's extended and comparatively 
vulnerable lines of communication.

YUNNAN AND. THE YUNNANESE 


Fascinating Province Where People Speak Mandarin 
Dialect: Influence of the Lolos 
Be W, Lewtsonst 


‘Yunnan fs a fascinating province: it 
fs $0 entirely different trom all. the 
others. ‘There is a colonial atmos- 
phere about it, rather then that of 
fone of the 23 provinces of China, due 
hho doubt in part fo the different races 
that inhabit’ it, “Even the Chinese 
there seem to regard themselves as 
rettlers, It you ask a YUnnanese| 
where his home is, he will never say 
that he is from Yunnan, but that he 
comes trom some other ‘province. 
‘There Js'a certain historical basis 
for this altitude, because many of the: 
Chinese "are descended from the 


families of exiled oMelals, Yunnan | pen 


having been the great place for the: 
banishment. of omeials under the 
Manehu dynasty. ‘Then, again, after 
the suppression of the great Moham- 
medan’ rebellion in the ‘seventies of| 
Tast century, the Chinese armies were 
Gisbanded and the soldiers seltied in 
the provinee, Above all, there are 
the various aboriginal tribes inhabit- 
ing the mountain distriets, who have 
Kept to themselves and remained in- 
dependent for centuries, though 
nowadays they are’ rapidly losing. 
their individuality and are adopting 
Chinese customs and language. 

‘These tribes are to be found in all 
threo provinees “of the west: 
Szechuen, Kueichow and Yunnan, and 
probably’ in. largest numbers in the 
Inst-named provinee, ‘There are dozens; 
‘of different tribes, each with its own 
customs and Janguage, so that Yunnan 
is a happy hunting-ground for the 
ethnologist, To save trouble—though 
quite unscientiNeally—t shall call the 
‘Yunnan tribes Lotos, a do the Chinese. 
(o-lo by the way, is actually a term 
of contempt, alluding to the wicker 
Daskets In which the tribesmen Ke 
thelr ancestral tablets, instead. of In 
the earved wooden boxes used by the 
Chinese). 

Absorption Process 

In former days these Lolos lived 
In g constant state of inter-tribal war, 
raiding, each other and. the Chinese 
seltlors, But in recent years the 
Chinese authorities have made great! 
efforts {0 absorb them into. the 
Chinese system, ond to-day, although 
there ave a few patches of mountain 
ferritory where ‘the Lolos are. stilt 
quite independent and where it is 
dangerous to travel, the, majority of 
the: tribes have been “tamed” and 
Drought under the control of the elvil, 
rdministration. Tn Kueichow, 1 was 
told, the authorities were paying the 
tribeswomen $10 each to give up 
Wearing thelr ‘tribal costume and to 
adopt ‘Chinese dress, ‘The men have 
Jong ago done 0, and to-day it Is 
AiMcult for a traveller to distinguish 
1 tribesman from an ordinary Chinese. 

‘That the Lolos have not been with= 
‘out Influence on the development of 
the provinee of ‘Yunnan may be 
gathered from the fact that the 
present Chalrman of the province, 
General Lung Yan, Is descended from 
1 Lolo family of high rank. He comes 
from Chaolung in the northeast, the 
torritory of the so-called Black Lotos 
As. a. natural. consequence, several 
other of the high administrative posts 
fare also held by Lolos. ‘The general, 
whom T met, is a mild-looking, elderly 
Hentleman ‘whose looks belied his 
reputation as a first-class Aghting-man, 
who had foreed his way to the top by 
sheer hard fighting in the civil wars 
that broke out after the death of Gen. 
"Tang Chi-yao, 

For the last ten years he has ruled 
the provinee with a. firm hand and 
restored It to a considerable measure 
fof “peace and order, Whatever 
criticisms may be directed against 
some of the methods of the present 
‘administration in YUnnan, the fact 
that the general has managed to 
retain the loyalty of his Chinese 
subordinates for so many years, and 
hhas put an end to the hitherto roign- 
‘ng insubordination among the higher 
officers of the army, and also that he 
has had to make few changes in the 
personnel of the administration dur- 
ing his rule, proves that he is a man 
of very forceful personality. 


Amicable Relations With Nanking 
Since the Red invasion about two 
years ago, “the relations between 
‘Yunnan ‘and Nanking have become 
very much closer than formerly, and 
the influence of the Central Govern- 
ment is gradually, if slowly, begin~ 
hning to make itself felt. “The’ general 
‘opinion appeared to be that there had 
een a marked Improvement in con- 
Gitions in the province: Greater co 
tinuity of policy in recontruetion and 
reform, while local officials were be- 
ginning to show a greater sense of 
their “responsibilities towards the 
public, Not entirely unnaturally, 
After the long spell of independence 
that the province has enjoyed—or 
perhaps one should better say has 
suffered from—the YUnnan govern 
‘ment still appears to be somewhat 
Jealous of outside interference, 
































‘Yunnan has still a long way to £0, 
‘before it can compare with any of the 
Central provinces; it is one of the 
poorer provinees—though not as bad 
‘as Kuelchow—and the standard of 
living of its inhabitants is very low. 
Seeing that it is supposed to be rich 
in mineral resources, lack of exports 
Jduue to poor communications and un 
‘willingness {9 encourage foreign en- 
terprise are ‘chiefly responsible for 
this state of things. ‘The only mineral 
properly exploited at the present time 
ig tin, on the price of which the 
Welfare of the provinee chiefly de- 

When T'was there the price 
of {in was high—owing to the warlike 








rice as they can eal, but only very 
Joceasionally some meat. 

"They are’ all confirmed opium- 
‘smokers, presumably their only form 
of reereation. Even the poverly- 
stricken peasant of Yannan, inured as 
hhe is to a life of hardship, generally 
finds these conditions too’ much for: 
hhim, so that desertions are very 
frequent. But not many of them get. 
‘away, for armed guards are stationed 
ound the mines ‘who shoot alll such 
deserters without mercy. At the end 
of the year's term, the miner is sold 
@ few useless articles, and departs 
for his home with the few dollars due 
to him, after these purchases, his 
opium, and the deposit to the family 
‘have been deducted from his wages. 
‘Even this small amount they do not 
‘often enjoy, as they are elther robbed 
of it or gamble it away on the way 
hhome. "And as the deposit paid at tho 
time ‘of the contract has’ long ago 
been spent by his family, the poor 
miner has not a cent to show for his 
year of hard labour.

Tin Mines In the South 

‘The Yunnan tin mines are situated 
Jin the south of the province at a 
place called Kochlu ‘which Is con 
ected by a light railway with the 

shine, I did not visit them, 
from several sides thai 
re not welcomed there. Nor 
if only half, of 
bout the terrible 
Iabour conditions said to be existing 
at the mines is true. ‘These, 1 believe, 
have. been described in detail in 3 
report by one of the League of Nations 
experts, but in case this has not 
been generally. read I might ro- 
peat here a few of the facts that 1 
fot from other persons who had 
themselves visited the mines, 

‘On reerultment a contract is signed 
for one year and a deposit for ten 
‘months’ wages of from $20 to $40 
(National curreney) is paid over to 
the miner's fomily. As about 60 per 
cent. of the workers are only eight 
to twelve years old, this means that 
parents soli thelr children into virtual 
slavery in this way. ‘The reason why 
so much child labour Js used is that 
‘about 80 per cent, of the ore is ex- 
tracted by underground mining. Very 
narrow passages run at an angle of 
30 degrees for nearly a mile into the 
bowels of the earth, and throug these 
‘a child ean just manage to squeeze. 
‘Tho average load brought up is G71b., 
‘and the miners are only able to make 
threo trips a day, As they only do 
about five hours clual work, labour 
costs work out quite high, in spite 
‘of the very low wages, 























Lung Allments Affect Workers 

‘The mines le at an-altitude of 8,000 
feet, and the sudden change of tem- 
perature in the summer months, 
Hogether with the difference of temp= 
erature at the surface and at the 
bottom of the mine, where 120 degrees 
fare frequently met with, are respon- 
sible for many cases of pneumonia 
‘and other lung troubles. Most of the 
[children suffer from tuberculosis, and 
the annual “mortality among’ the 
miners is as high 23:30 per cent 
Falls of earth are frequent in the 
tunnels, but for superstitious reasons 
no attempt is made to rescue the 
victims, which could generally be done 
quite easily: the vielims are believed 
{0 be the sacrifices demanded by the 
spirit of the mountain, 

‘The miners live in the most. un- 
sanitary conditions, in long, low 
buildings of limestone, in which the 
[ponies and buffaloes used in the mines 
fare also housed, Water is very scarce, 
‘and. therefore’ precious, and may 
Jonly be used for washing the ore not 
for washing human beings. Each 
miner carries a flat plece of ox bone 
with whieh he seropes off the dirt 
Jaccumulated during his craw! under- 
[eround, and which he also prizes as 











closely acquainted with labour con- 
ditions in the province argued that 
fone must not judge the conditions at 
these mines by European standards, 
but by the standard of living in YOn- 
nan Isel€ which, as I have said, is 
very low indeed,’ Nevertheless, 1f the 
above details are true, the lot’ of the 
children working in the fields—and 
the mass of the population are still 
peasants—would seem to be infinitely 
referable to that of the wretched 
jchildren put to work in these tin 
mines, 





rrevalence of Goitre 

Another milder, though in name 
more real, form of slavery is very 
brevalent in Ydnnan: domestic slavery 
akin to the mutsai. system, 1 only 
mention it here because of an 
interesting explanation that was given 
‘me for its popularity, Goltre is very 
Drevalent in the provinee; in some of 
the districts through which 1 passed 
almost every other person I met 
seemed to be suffering trom this 
disease, In goitrous districts it some- 
times happens that mental deficiency 
is a marked feature of the people's 
‘condition, And it was suggested by 
@ resident of 25 years standing who 
had made a study of the conditions of 
the province that it was mostly these 
children who wore sold by thelr par- 
‘ents. IL was, he sald, not an entirely 
bad system, for these slaves had only 
‘easy menial duties to perform, suitable 
to their feeble intelligence, and were 
ceriainly botier treated’ by thelr 
‘owners than they would have been at 
home. Whereas’ the only alternative 
‘method would have been the institu 
tion of numberless asylums for the 
mentally dlefieient whieh the province 
was quite unable to support. 

‘YUnnan is one of the largest opium= 
produeing “provinces, the Yunnan 
‘Opium being famous for its quality. 
‘After tin, it isthe most valuable 
export, about 4,000 tons being grown 
last year, of which 1,200 tons. were 
for export, and the rest for local con- 
sumption.” On the road from 
Kveiyang to YUnnanfu I passed 
several large caravans of hundreds of 
Ponies all loaded with opium going 
east. Despite these figures which 
were given me by a very reliable 
source, other observers maintained, 
however, that there had been a very 
hnoticeabie reduction both in the grow- 

ig and smoking of opium in the last 
few years. 

Monetary conditions in Yunnan are, 
to say the least, peculiar. Although 
the provinee has not yet adopted the 
national eurreney, yet for all practical 
purpose’ the YOnnan dollar appeared 
{o be stabilized, ‘There are two kinds 
‘of provineial notes in use; the old Fu 
‘Tien (Yinnan) notes which are at a 
{discount of ten to one to the national 
dollar and the new, at a discount of 
two to one, At the same time, all 
the small money in use are the ten 
Jand 20-cent notes of the Central Bank 
‘and the Farmers Bank. All. prices 











newcomer at first, to be charged $2 
for a rickshaw ride or $10 for a hair- 
cut, 

Banditry Greatly Reduced 

One of the chief merits of General 
Lung Ydn's administration has been 
the restoration of peace and order in 
the province. Banditry has been very 
greatly reduced, It Is true that in 
the more inaccessible regions num- 
Jerous cases oceur of robbing of mail 
carriers and travellers, but this is 
partly due to the set-back received by 
the (two invasions of Reds, some 
rembants ‘of whom remained’ in the 
Province and took refuge in the 
mountains. Anyhow, compared with 
former days when large bands 
roamed freely about the countryside 
plundering and murdering with com- 
plete immunity, conditions in Yunnan 
today are vasily Improved. 

I met General An, one of the 
persons mainly responsible for this 
stale of things, In his younger days 
hhe had been 2 school teacher, but 
when, on one occasion, his school was 
looted by bandits, he came to the 
conelusion that he would be doing 
more useful work getting rid of this 
pest. “So he decided (o adopt a 
miliary career instead, and has at- 
lained his object. He is now in 
charge of bandit suppression in 
eastern YUnnan which fs one of the 
most peaceful parts of that province. 
No doubt, the opening of motor roads 
hhas considerably helped in this work. 

But as regards communications 
‘YGnnan has stil a Jot to make up. In 
proportion to its size, the province 
‘Would appear to be but poorly pro- 
vided with motor roads, despite. the 
flaborate and somewhat over-optt- 
mistic official maps that 1 saw, With 
the exception of the great east-west 
hhighway—by whieh Thad come—the 
rest of the roads, I was told, are none 
{00 good, only a few of them, and 
for short distances, being metalied at 
all. “The highway’ continues west to 
‘Tail, but-for the greater part isa 
mud surface and very bad. indeed. 
Road construction, however, is being 
‘busily pushed ahead: a road is being| 
built north from Tali to Lichlang in 
the wild border country; a second 
south fo connect up with the Kuangsi 
system; and a. thitd northeast to the 
/Szechuen border, 

Railway Question 

Of more immediate interest in the 
matier of communieations to. the 
Yannan public is the railway ques- 
ion, The province has hitherto been 
fentirely “dependent on the French 
railway from Indo-China, a private 
French company, which ‘having no 
‘competition and being thus practically 
‘8 monopoly, appears to do very much 
what It likes, regardless of the -in- 
erests of the province it is supposed 
to serve, * 

Prom all sides, both Chinese and 
foreign, 1 heard’ nothing but. com- 
plaints’ about this railway. Freight 
rates were sald to be excessive and 
out of all proportion to the running 
costs of the line; then, there are 
Jenormous and, after so ‘many years 
existence one’ would have thought, 
quite unnecessary delays in forward: 
‘ng cargo. ‘The number of documents 
‘nd certifeates ono has to sign in 
order to got delivery of the smallest 
ppareel is. incredible; ‘red tape and 
bureaucracy seem to be the order of 
the day on this railway, “As an in~ 
stance of this may be quoted’ the 
following: all charges, even at the 
Yannanfu end—in Chinese territory— 
fare in plastres (the Indo-China cur- 
Feney); but in’ Ynnantu you are not 
allowed to pay in plastres, but are 
niade to pay in ¥dnnan notes; and, 
‘again, not at the current rate of the 
doy, but ot an entirely arbitrary rate 
fixed by the railway; with the result 
that fares from ‘Yunnantu to Hanoi 
are actually higher than vice versa. 

‘Both the railway people and the 
Chinese authorities spoke about en- 
couraging the tourist tramc, and of 
Duilding a large modern hotel at 
YGnnantu; but it appeared that each 
was waiting for the other to take the 
ret ‘step. Anyhow, at the present 
moment this appears to be an idle 
dream, “Ydnnanfu could undoubtedly 
be made quite an attractive tourist 
contre, but it will require very dif- 
{ferent ‘conditions of travel, before the 
ordinary tourist will be prepared to 
face the Journey. 

No Trains at Night 

By ordinary passenger train it takes! 
three days from Hanol to Yannantu, 
jand one has to slay two nights en 
route in very mediocre accommoda- 
ton, ‘The trains do not run at night 
in Yunnan, and so there are no sleep 
ing-ears on this section, I was told 
that the reason for this is, that the 
peasants steal the steel bolts con- 
necting the rails, so. that it is 
dangerous to run at night, Though 
why the people of YGnnan, more than 
those of other parts of China where 
they do fun trains at night, should 
be ‘addicted 0 this particular form 
of pilfering, is not clear to me. 

‘The railway has now a kind of 
motorcoach with rubber tyres, called 
“The Michelin,” which " does the 
journey to the’ frontier’ in fourteen 
hours, and from there one gets by 
sleeper to anol in elght hours, but

native routes were under considera- 
tion: the centre, most direct, but most 
mountainous and therefore dimeult

[Chungking, with a branch south to 
‘Kuelyang, which is favoured by Gen. 
Lang Yin; a third route making 
[detour south, as surveyed by the rall- 
way engincers.. ‘This last is the most 
ikely of the three, Whether, how- 
ever, such a line eniailing, as it must, 
Jsuch’ a long haulage trom the coast, 
Will solve the trame problems of 
Yunnan, is another question, 

‘Yunnan (South of the Clouds) 
deserves its name, at any rate in its 
northern part, where, in contrast to 
I" neighbour, ‘Szeehucn, It enjoys 
cloudless skies for months on end. 
The: capital YUnnanfu, now called 
Kunming after the lake’ of that name, 
struck me asa thoroughly delightful 
spot, Although it Tes at an altitude 
fof 6400 fect, the climate is mild, 
never very hot nor very cold, “It is 
surrounded by a ting’ of beautiful 
hills, with the great lake only ten 
miles away. Here the Hsishan 
(Western Hills) rise precipitously 
from the water's edge and afford an 
deal spot for plenics among magnif- 
fcont scenery. | Most foreigners who 
live in YUnnantu seem to become at 
tached to the place in much the same 
way as do the residents of Peiping, 
fof whieh it is q minor and, in some 
‘ways, pleasanter edition, For a city 
Inthe interior It is certainly not 
‘without its merits, 

‘Numerous broad streets paved with 
cobblestones run through the elty, 
‘which for some reason that I am 
Unable to define seemed to have an 
atmosphere of North China rather 
‘than of the South, Yet, in netual 
Tact, these streets are of quite modern 
origin, wheeled iraMe having been 
tunknown less than six years 
Perhaps it was the dinlect of the 
citizens that gave me this impression, 
for. they speak a Kind of Mandarin 
so were more intelligible to me than 
in any other province south of the 
‘Yangtze, 

Mideous Contraption 

On a hill inside the city is a well- 
laid-out "park. whieh, however, Is 
polled by the dreadful mausoleum 
erected to Tang Chi-yao who was 
practically king of Yanan for about 
f dozen years after the Revolution, 
It is a thoroughly hideous contraption 
‘and a blot on the landscape, though 
the citizens of Yunnanfu appear to 
be very proud of il, ‘The whole 
quarter outside the south gate was 
totally’ destroyed In one of the elvil 
wars, and on ils rulns a new modern 
town is gradually growing up, 

Right away at the other end of tho 
city lies the British Consulate, a 
ieturesque, but very ramshackle 
sort of Chinese Yamen, the landlord 
‘Of which happens to be Gen, Lung 
Yan, It struck meas a very unsuite 
able’ place for the housing of one of 
His Majesty's representatives in. the 
‘year 10937, but it only shows that it 
fg not such a far ery from Whitehall 
to YUnnanfu and ‘that one does not 
hhave to travel all the way to West 
China in order to find people still 
thinking on the lines of the nineteenth 
‘century, Our old friend the Shangpu 
(Prade Mart), an area to be set aside 
for foreign esidence, has come to 
ie again at Yannonfa, but though a 
site has been selected outside the city 
by. the Chinese authorities,” nothing 
further appears ti have been done, 
Perhaps 1 saw, YOnnanfu under 
‘specially favourable conditions, as the 
whole city had been cleaned up, and 
the inhabitants made to colour-wash 
the walls of their houses—at their 
‘own expense of course—in honour of 
the Nanking Party. But even without 
this T'was greatly taken with the 
place and thought it well worth the 
2,000-mile drive there,
